Jewish Children’s Dinners Association. 
6 Hao Committee have mach pleasure in submitting their Annual Report and Balance 
Sheet for the year ending December 3lst, 1912, and again tender their thanks to 
Mr. E. M. Emannel, C.A., who has for so many years given his services as Honorary 
Anditor. 
The Committee have much pleasure in announcing that Mr. N. M. Schaap has 
andertaken the duties of Honorary Secretary. 
The main feature of the year's working has been the demand made by the London 
County Council for a two-couree dinner. In order to meet their requirements, it has 
been necessary to terminate the tenancy of the Jewish Soup Kitchen premises in batler 
Street. The Committee wonld express their appreciation of the kind manner in which 
the authorities of the Soup Kitchen endeavoured to meet the increased accommodation 
required, and also of their generosity in cancelling the lease when their etforts prove 
ansuccessful. 
Two new kitchens have been acquired, and the necessary equipment installed at 42, 
St. George's Street, and 5, Vallance lLioad respectively, and both are now in working 
order. 
The burden of preparing the new menu on the basis of that drawn up by the London 
County Council, but modified to meet the Jewish dietary laws, fell entirely on the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Eichholz. 
The London County Council having taken over the management of the dining 
centres and the distribution of the meals, this Association is now only concerned in 
their preparation. Asa result, the services of those ladies who so k ndly supervised the 
serving of the meals at Butler Street in the past are now no longer needed. The Com- 
mittee, while placing on record their deep appreciation of this useful work, trust that 
these ladies will continue to give the Association the benefit of their experience and 
maintain their interest in the institution. 
As usnal, the Superintendents of the kitchens have performed their work admirably, 
and the Committee desire to express their appreciation for their conscientious industry. 
The London County Council is only able to pay this Association at the same rate as 
those caterers for non-Jewish meals, such as the Alexandra Trust, ete. The higher 
price of kosher meat and the special premises, superintendents and equipments which 
are required make it impossible for the whole cost to be met by the grants from the 
London County Council. Donations are therefore earnestly requested to meet the deficit 
to ensure that this Association can continue its important work of supplying the 
necessitous children of East London with a strictly kosher dinner.

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WEEK BY WEEK. 


JUDGED by the number of contests involved the synagogue clec- 

tions next Sunday have a hopeful character. The 
Election Sunday. appointments to wardenship are to be decided, 
almost entirely, without a poll. But this is far 
from being the case with the Boards of Management, while, so far as 
the Board of Deputies is concerned, several contests are certain. 
The honour of a seat on the Board is well worth fighting for, for it 
offers a particularly valuable opportunity of useful public 
service. If London Jews are now beginning to realise this fact, 
which would seem to be the case with our provincial 
brethren, as we point out below, then the omens for a 
representative organisation are brighter. The bane of the Board is 
public apathy. On the other hand the hope of its future lies in a well 
sustained public interest. But, although there are to be numerous 
contests, the meetings of seatholders are not to be called upon to dis- 
cuss many notices of motion. The elections of members of the Board 
of Deputies will, we hope, be taken advantage of to canvass the 
opinions of the candidates and pass questions of Jewish interest under 
review. 


One of the subjects, in regard to which definite notice of motion has 
been given, is that of the right of women seatholders to vote at the 
synagogue elections. At the Reform Synagogue this right was long ago 
conceded, and © Berkeley Street”’ still stands where it did. At the 
Bevis Marks Synagogue—by one of those curious compromises which 
dog the woman's movement—the lady seatholders may vote for the 
Chazan, but for no other functionary. Why a Chazan and not a 
Warden, we do not pretend to know. In our opinion it is certainly 
worth considering whether all the synagogue elections should not be 
thrown open to the women seatholders, if only for the reason that the 
more interest we can rouse in our places of worship the better. If the 
mother is interested in the synagogus, her children, who draw from 
her their earliest inspirations, are likely to be the mors intluenced in 
the same direction. That thought alone may not be decisive; but it 
is assuredly worth gravely pondering over in such days as these. 


CoriEs of an important and highly gratifying correspondence which

A Welcome of Deputies and Mr. L. KLET?Z, acting on behalf cf the 
Departure.

The best aspects of the correspondence 
between Mr. KLETZ and Mr. ALEXANDER, lhiowever, are the earnest- 
ness which it reveals on the part of our coreligionists in Manchester, 
and the broad spirit by which it proves the President of the Board to 
be animated. Where such a standard of public duty and administrative 
wisdom prevails there should be the best hope for all concerned. 


AN effective check promises to be put upon the exploitation of 
poor Jews by the establishment of the proposed Jewish 

Shielding Bank for Russian emigrants. A special article, which 
Russian we publish in another column, shows conclusively the 
Emigrants. over-mastering necessity that exists for such an institu- 
tion. For Russian coreligionists are said to lose a 

million sterling every year, sent to them by relatives in America, 
owing to money being sent through “ private banks,” or because of 


the defects of the Russian administration. This is a cruel penalisation 
of poverty and filial affection, which ought to have been abolished 
years ago. In addition, Russo-Jewish emigrants are the victims of 
so-called booking agents, and of the numerous emigration agents on 
both sides of the frontier, who live by fleacing these helpless wanderers. 


According to the American Immigration Commission, there are in 
New York alone as many as 1,000 “ private banks,” all of which are 
thriving on the helpless Jewish emigrant. The proposed Emigration 
Bank will take charge of the remittances to Russia, engage in the 
booking business, and insure immigrants in case of rejectiou, in itself 
an invaluable idea for relieving the harshness of the restriction laws. 


The Bank, too, will advance money to poor immigrants who desire to 


tive organisation well have to face. Mr. ALEXANDER has suggested a 
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settle in the States as artisans or tradesmen. The leaders of the move- 
ment are said to be anxious to co-operate with prominent l[nglish 
Jews, and we do not doult that our community will extend a helping 
hand to a very necessary, a very practical, and an extremely merciful 
project.

and the Too short a time has, perhaps, elapsed since the 
Beth Din. Chief Rabbinate election to allow the memories of 


that ‘contest altogether to be forgotten. But the 
attitude which we felt it our duty to take in that question is not in the 
remotest degree inconsistent with a full recognition of the work that 
Dr. HHYAMSON has done in other spheres. As Dayan and as Minister 
he added not a little distinction to his profession, and no man who 
realises the depreciation of the Ministry which is constantly overheard 
will deny the effect upon its prestige of the scholarship and personality 
of even a single ohe of its members. 


The departure of Dr. H1YAMSON is in this sense a distinct loss not only 
to the Anglo-Jewish clergy, but to the Beth Din. The latter body in 
particular should now be strongly. reinforced. When the late Rabbi 
WERNER died, the possibility was suggested that a Rabbi of recognised 
eminence might be selected and given a seat upon the Beth Din. It is 
to be hoped that that project will be carried into effect. The com- 
munity should also consider now whether the time has not come when 
some of the London and l’rovincial Rabbis who are not attached to 
the Beth Din should be asked pericdically to take their places upon 
the tribunal. In this way those gentlemen who are fully qualified to 
perform the functions referred to would be gradually accustomed to 
the work: and while a new source of strength would thus be brought 
to the tribunal, a larger share would, at the same time, be given fo the 
capable men in our midst, of those responsible duties that have 
hitherto been exclusively exercised by the Chief Rabbi. 


SOME time ago attention was called in our columns to the preva- 
lence of the gambling habit among our people. It 
was pointed out that, although Jews are by 
no means the only offenders, or perhaps the chief 
offenders, there undoubtedly is a larger pro- 
portion cf the community than of the general public addicted to this 
habit, and who are slaves to it. What was said upon the subject in this 
column, and by Mentor’”’ in the Communal Armchair,” aroused, as 
was only to be expected, considerable and widepread attention. 
Extracts from the articles appeared in the general Press throughout 
the land, and were transmitted to the Press of America and the 
Colonies, where the words printed in this journal caused no 
small sensation. So widely was the matter taken up, that we felt 
constrained not to continue publishing facts concerning the subject, 
which, it was quite clear, wera in certain quarters being turned into 
weapons for the equipment of those who are ever on the alert to find 
means for doing hurt to our people. Indeed, here arose what is a 
constant difficulty in all such matters. If the Jew, knowing of evil in 
Jewry, speaks of what he knows, he runs the dire risk of his words 
being employed against the people whom he would serve. If he 
remains silent, his silence is employed as an argument for his hypocrisy 
concerning his carelessness in regard to, or even his connivance with, 
the evil. It hence becomes necessary in such matters to weigh up the 
one difliculty against the other and tinally to determine which risk to 
run for the sake of the good name of Jewry. 


Jews and 


Gambling. 


Correspondence, which is constantly reaching us, shows quite clearly 
that the gambling evil among Jews is far worse than anything we 
have depicted in our columns, or that ‘ Mentor,” accused as he 
was by many of exaggeration, ventured to state. We are told of 
gambling hells owned by Jews, and used almost exclusively by Jews 
and Jewesses, that are cesspools out of which are emanating a 
widespread curse of infamy, dishonesty, and ruin over the area 
surrounding them. Mampstead seems, by all accounts, to be a parti- 
cularly black plague-spot. But that district, favoured as it is by Nature, 
is not the only one in which the evil exists. The North of London 
generally is infected. Nor is the infection confined to the metropolis ; 
some of the provincial Jewries are reeking with the disease. Into parti- 
culars we do not here intend to enter. ,But the time is fast coming when 
an end once and for all, must be put to this infamy, when the surgeon's 
knife must, without hesitation, be applied to rooting out this social 
canker. In order to effect this, the newspaper is the best and the surest 
means. To expose in detail the operations of these gambling-hells, to 
print the addresses of houses which have been turned from the 
comfortable villa residences for which they were built into disgraceful 
dens of betting and card-playing, to publish the names of those 
who own them and who are responsible for what goes on in 
them, and to send a copy of our paper to the authorities, 
would quickly clear away a foul blot from Jewish society. To do this 
would, we have no doubt, provide focd for a first-class scandal, and 
except for this, it would have been done long ago. But the evil cannot 
he permitted to flourish by reason of the pain involved in its exposure. 
If the evil goes on then every other consideration must be made sub- 
servient to the essential necessity of strangling this hydra-headed 
monster which is wreaking such infinite misery in our midst. 


WE cannot allow the admirable letter of Mr. Swirr MACNEILL, 
M.P., to pass withont a word of cordial recognition. 
It isthe simple truth, as he shows, that the relation- 
ship of Jews and Irishmen has been less darkened 
by the clouds of ill-will than have the relations between Jews and most 
other nations. In the recent case, when a little outburst took place 
against our coreligionists, it is only fair to admit that it received no 
countenance from Irish politicians, and was, if we remember aright, 
actively discouraged by them. The cynic may say that the Jews of the 
sister isle are too few in number to rouse the usual antipathy—the 
last census gave them 5,148 souls out of a total population of 4,390,219. 
But they are sufliciently numerous in certain centres to have awakened 
prejudice if the capacity for it had existed among the people, and we 
prefer to take the more generous, and as we believe, the truer view that 
the warm-hearted: disposition of Irishmen is against all persecution, 
We sincerely trust that the Irish barp will never strike the note of 
anti-Jewish discord, and we have suflicient confidence in Irish honour 
to believe that it never will. 
THE criminal courses in which mistaken, misguided, if not wicked 
women, are indulging and the unwomanly display 
Suffragism which they are making of themselves in their rer- 
and Sacrilege. verted ideas of right citizenship have brought upon 
them a stream of borror and disgust from all quarters 
of the land. It is bad enough in all conscience when rough untutore1 
men, uneducated and uncultured, indulge in heinous offences, in an 
attempt, in obedience to a stupid illusion, to force an alteration they 
desire of the law. The only possible excuse that even such could find 
would be if constitutional rights were denied them. When, however, 
cultured women pursue criminal practices on the pretence that they 
are agitating for what they think ought to be their constitutional 
right, it-is impossible to regard them as normal creatures. The 
only moditication of this verdict is to be found in the allegations, if 
proved, which are being made at the Bow Street Police Court. For it 
is being given in evidence that these outrages have been rewarded by 
definite pay. This, if established, will introduce an altogether ditierent 
element, perhaps even more condemnable and certainly less piteous, 
into sullragist ways. 


Irish and Jews. 


It was, doubtless, the fealing aroused by Suffragist excesses that case 
the break-up of a meeting of Jewish Suffragists which we record in our 
columns. It is unfortunate, but almost natural, that all those who 
take part in the alvocacy of women’s demands should suttfer from the 
misdeeds of those who call themselves militants, but are merely 
victims of criminal hysteria. One of the most revolting series of the 
crimes which these individuals seem to be bent upon is the destruction 
of places of worship. These fanes are linked to those who worship in 
them by bonds of great sympathy. They are joined to the worshippers 
who gather within them by strands of sentiment which go deep down 
into the soul of things, and hence no more dastardly device has ever 
been imagined in the history of all revolutions than the burning of 
buildings devoted to sacred purposes. In Russia where, if 
anywhere, there is excuse, if not palliation, to be found for 
revolutionary misdeeds, the churches have been regarded as outside the 
social battle, and hence have been free from molestation. Even in the 
French . Revolution, the most sanguinary and most unrestrained 
outburst of human passion, there is no record of the burning or the 
destruction of a place of worship. We are deeply ashamed to note that 
there are Jews and Jewesses in the ranks of the so-called militants—a 
parody of the term, seeing the moral cowardice which invests the 
whole of the proceedinge of these people. We are even more deeply 
concerned to find that there are Jews and Jewesses who, standing out- 
side this decadent. band, applaud their doings, coin excuzes for their 
acts, and, by a remarkable obliquity of observation, make of tiem heroes, 
when, if they be sane, they are really nothing better than cowards ani 
cri ninals.

TURKEY AND THE PEACE. 
JEWISH DUTY. 


By MENTOR. 


Hi-N Montenegro wisely yielded to the gentle persuasion of the Powers, 
she placed upon them a huge international responsibility. In averting 
the anxiety of war, the Powers took upon themselves the anxiety 
of peace. It is doubtful whether responsibilities of peace are less 

worrying than the responsibilities of war, at least so far as statesmen and 
diplomatists are concerned. When the bull decides to dash into the china 
shop, its keepers, if wise, stand on one side and watch events. When the 
shop has had enough of the bull, or the bull enouch of the shop, there will be 
an end of the tussle. Now that peace has virtually been restored between 
Turkey and the Balkans, the question of setting up Turkey upon a pair of 
strong legs becomes imminent. With Turkey in l:urope gone, the narrow 
slip remaining being inconsiderable, the land of the Sultans has been trans- 
formed into practically an entirely Asiatic Power. 

The revolution thus effected has a particular interest for us Jews. 
i\eference is not here made only to the two or three hundred thousand Jews 
who will go over from being subjects of the Sultan to becoming citizens of 
Servia or Albania, Greece or Bulgaria. The point of particular interest is 
the everlasting centre of Jewish hope. With Turkey relieved of her European 
possessions, it is obvious that her Asiatic provinces must become, in com- 
parison, of greater importance than before the vast shrinkage of Turkish 
territory in Europe took place. Turkey in Africa, it must not be forgotten, 
has gone, to all intents and purposes, as surely as has Turkey in Europe. It 
is on Asiatic Turkey then that the :mpire must concentrate, and of no smal! 
importance in the future of Asiatic Turkey are Svria and lalestine. 


To what is called the Zionist movement, or to the Zionist 
organisation the question of the future of Palestine ought not to be 
relegated as exclusively their concern and no one else's. One of 
the least pleasing effects of the Zionist movement has been the 


manner in which Jews generally have come through it to regard questions 
of Palestine as only questions of Zionism. It has tended to take for a 
party what was meant for mankind—to engage for a movenent in Jewry what 
should be the possession of Jewry as a whole. If you speak to the averave 
Jew about the future of Palestine in relation to the future of Judaism and 
urge its importance, you are told that your views are prejudiced by Zionist 
leanings though you may have them not. You are further informed that as 
the person whom you address has not enrolled himself as a Zionist, the matter 
is of no concern to him. This sectionalising of an interest which belongs to 
all our people is unfortunate. It must have many times happened that 
questions concerning Palestine have been hastily brushed aside merely 
because of the disapproval of men and methods of Zionism. A very neces- 
sary work is to restore the rightful position of Palestine in the hearts and 
minds of Jews. To do so without impinging upon the good work which 
4ionists have undoubtedly done and are doing in the country is essential. 


The moment would seem one that the future historian will call critical in 
the chequered record of the land of the Jew. Zangwill's phrase. in which he 
applied “ a people without a land” to “a land without a people,” he has recently 
discovered possessed more literary grace than practical truth. The people 


without a land remain, but the land without a people has been discovered to 
contain 600,000 Arabs. Yet, in estimating their relative importance in the 
tature of Palestine, it would be safe to say that the fact of the people being with- 
out a land is infinitely more to the point than the fact of the land being with or 
without a people. Jews to-day could form one of the finest and best elements, 
one of the most potent forces for helping to place Turkey upon a firm basis, 
financially and politically, anyway in one of the not least important parts of 
the Empire that remains to her. For some inscrutable reason that cannot be 
explained, unless on the score of faith and belief, Palestine has refused to yield 
its fruits to any but Jews. No colonisation in Palestine has been successful 
in comparison with that which has been undertaken by our people. [l aith 
can remove mountains, and belief can compass continents. Jewish faith and 
Jewish belief are bound up with the land of their fathers. They have been 
able to rescue desert wastes and transform them into smiling fields, yielding 
produce, merely because, so it would seem, l’alestine and Jew meet with the 
completeness of positive and negative. They have proved the one fecundating 
pollen in the anther of Palestine. Thus Jews, especially because they are 
landless, if not homeless, form a potential force of intinite value just now to the 
Turkish Empire. The experimental colonisation that has proceeded there has 
produced proof as sure and certain as Holy Writ of the capacity of Jew and 
Palestine soil to produce of the very best. Wise statesmen, anxious for the 
future of Turkey, desirous of establishing her firmly, would encourage, and 
not neglect, the force that is waiting for employment. He would stop the 
terrible waste of human material involved in migration of Russian Jews to 
America and Canada and England, the transformation of them from the 
enforced Pale of Settlement to the self-formed ghettos of the Western world. 
He would turn the human stream to the spot on earth their contiguity with 
which would prove most productive both for them and for the particular spot 
on earth. 


All these considerations, it is necessary to insist, should be borne in 
mind, irrespective of Zionism, Itoism, or any “ ism,” of any other kind. Mr, 
Zangwill’s efforts to find for Jews a territory is commendable as palliative to 
the immediate needs in which circumstances have placed so large a portion 
of the Jewish people. Emigration diverted from overcrowded areas to a land 
specifically reserved for Jewish emigrants would be a vast improvement on 


the wild scramble of our people from the Pale of Settlement into the over- 
crowded ghettos which they form in the western world. To become an 
agriculturalist in Angola must be preferable to becoming a slum-dweller in 
Whitechapel or the Bowery. The change cannot fail to make for the better- 
ment, physical and moral, of those who select Itoland, when it is established, 
rather than New York or London, in exchange for Berdicheff and Lodz. To 
that extent the scheme with which Mr. Zangwill has identified himself must 
be helpful, if successful, and all to the good, if accomplished. It has been 
yood for our people to migrate to Buenos Ayres and the open districts of 
‘‘anada out of the Russian environment in which their lives are at best a choked 
existence. But, the emigrant in Buenos Ayres still speaks of Russia as his 
home. The settler in Palestine is, and feels and knows that once there he is 
at home, a Jew in the .Jew’'s especially proper place. 


The Jewish migrant who has found refuge in Baron Hirsch’s Colony, like 
the one who finds comparative salvation in the purlieus of Western slums, 
thanks God that he is out of the House of Bondage, and released from his 
Russian taskmaster. The Jew who setttles in Palestine blesses the 
Almighty that he has been permitted to become a denizen of the 
land which has been the objective of 2,10 years of the Jdew's 
suffering and the Jew’s hope. This feeling in respect to Palestine is universal 
among Jews. The hard-headed Nathan Strauss experienced the like sensation 
when he visited |’alestine on a joy-tour, as has any emigrant who has scrambled 
there as tothe land of his people's complete salvation. We need not be Zion- 
ists in the sense of subscribing to the Zionist creed, or allying ourselves to 
the Zionist organisation, to share in this natural sentiment. Some of us are 
filled with the sentiment despite our objections to the movement and the 
organisation, and no\withstanding that we are out of accord with the methods 
pursued by, and the manner in which the movement is, and has from its 
initiation, been carried on. All, however, are not blessed with like spiritual 
comprehension. Dislike of Zionism and its work has tended sometimes to 
estrange from the Palestine idea those in whom Jewish sentiment is none 
too strong. 


In the opportunity which is now opening up of revivifying Palestine— 
and we Jews are the best to accomplish the great work—we owe it to the 
world, to humanity at large, to ourselves, to our past history, as well as to our 
future. not to allow the opportunity to slip by because we have throughout 
found ourselves out of accord with the Movement specially identified with 
Palestine. If Turkey in Asia is to be reorganised by the Powers, and government 
under European influence is to be set up in denominated portions, then Jews 
should not refuse to take upon themselves as their contribution to the 
resurgence of the Turkish Empire the monitorship of l’alestine. In this way 
they can best bring to the land, in their brethren, the only human force in the 
world that appears specifically adapted to the purpose of making of Palestine 
a great power in the Turkish Empire. This is not the business alone of any 
organisation or association, nor is it referable for consummation to any ism 
or programme. It is the chartered duty of the Jewish people. An observance 
of that duty will yield its rich harvest in the future of the Jewish people. 
Negligence will raise up for the Jewish people a crop of untold trouble in the 
years that are to come. It is impossible to neglect duty with impunity.

We regret to record the death of Mr. Elias de Pass which took place at 
Brighton on Friday morning last at the age of eighty-four. The deceased had 
been spending a few days at Lion Mansions, 
and his end came rather suddenly. He was 
within a month of completing his eighty- 
fourth year. Mr. De Pass was one of the 
most respected members of the Sephardic 
community, and he belonged to one of the 
oldest Anglo-Jewish families. He was, down 
to the time of his death, President of the 
Shaare Tikvah Schools, and it was in tbat 
capacity that some years ago he initiated 
(through the columns of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE) a testimonial to the late Myer D. 
Davis. Mr. Davis had held the post of head. 
master of these schools, but Mr. de lass 
eucceeded in rallying to the movement a large 
namber of friends to whom Mr. Davis was 
chietly known as the pioneer of Anglo-Jewish 
History. 

Elias de Pass was born at Lynn, in Norfolk, 
in the year 1829. An ancestor after whom 
he was pamed—Elias de Paz—was elected a 
member of the Royal Exchange in 1697. It 
was in that year that the Committee 
framed a set of rules limiting the number of Jewish brokers to twelve. 
At the same time they were excused from taking up the Freedom of 
the City of London prior to being admitted to the Exchange, and the oath of 
allegiance was modified to meet their religious scruples. Each of the twelve 
Jewish brokers had to provide himself with a silver medal. The names of the 
eleven Jewish brokers elected at the same timeas /lias Paz were :— Moses Barrow, 
David de Flaro, Benjamin Nunes, Samuel de Caceres, Elias Lindo, Abraham de 
Payba, Jacob Arias, Abraham Ifrancke, David Avila, Benjamin Levi and Joseph 
Ferdinando. Mr. Lucien Wolf, inan article contributed to the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
ten years ago, described these admissions as “a very important victory for Jews.” 
In bis “ Sketches of Anglo-Jewish History,” Picciotto relates the story of a young 
child, Moses de Paz, who fled to England from Spain in 1777, and was taken care 
of by the Wardens of the Bevis Marka Synagogue. Whether he belonged to 
some branch of the family of the same name who had previously settled in 
England, Anglo-Jewish history does not relate. A descendant of Elias Paz, 
Abraham de Pass, was a man of some literary achievements. Dr. Johnson in bis 
“ Lives of the Poets” giver Crabbe’s translation of a Hebrew Epithalamiam which 
he composed on the occasion of the marriage of Jacob Frankel (ancestor of 
Lord Lopes) with a Miss D’Aguilar. A child of this Abraham was Aaron 
de Pass, who was the father of Daniel de Pass, and grandfather of the deceased. 
Many members of the family emigrated to the West Indies; references to them 
are to be found in the writings of Kayserling. 

Daniel de Pass lived at Lynn, where he engaged in the local industry of manu- 
facturing bcots and shoes, and there—as already stated—Elias de Pass was born 
eighty-four years ago. The lad was sent to london to be educated at 
Holland House Academy, a well-known boarding school at Hammersmith kept by 
Mr. Isaac Cohen. In course of time Elias de Pass became captain of the school, 
which previously had existed in Great Alie Street. Isaac Cohen married a 
daughter of lr. Kisch, grandfather of Dr. Albert Kigech. Hammersmith was full 
of schools in those days, and many a tight took place between the pupils of those 
achools and the alumni of Holland House, who resented the insults they suffered 
from the Gentile lads of the neighbourhood. The Jewish boys invariably gave a 
good account of themselves, and one of the most donghty of their number was 
Elias de Pass, who thus gained bis first experience of fighting at Holland House— 
experience which was to stand bim in good stead when he became a volunteer. 

In 1546 Elias and bis eldest brother, Aaron, migrated to Cape Colony. The 
two brothers were among the first to open up Namaqualand, and for many years 
they were the largest shipowners in Cape Town, and leaders of the sealing, whaling 
and fishing industries. They were the first to call the attention of the Govern 
ment to the necessity of providing Table Bay with suitable docks, and Elias became 
Honorary Secretary of a small company formed for the purpose. The company 
employed two surveyors, and furnished all the plans and estimates at their own

Those of us who side not with the Zionist movement, and who have never 
had a very high opinion of the capacity of Zionist statesmanship, of the 
eflicacy of Zionist methods, or even of the truth of Jewish ideals as proclaimed 
by Zionists, should in no sense feel ourselves absolved of our duty because of 
the estimate we have formed of the Zionist organisation. 

In the critical time which is now beginning for the land of our fathers, the 
Jew as Jew and not as member of any organisation or sect, not as an 
adherent of any movement, has a distinct obligation cast upon him. It ig 
an obligation that falls upon the whole of Jewry everywhere, and not merely 
in any single country or any single place. We have no right to do other- 
wise than help to foster the sense of obligation, to encourage those forces for 
Palestine which will revive, resuscitate, and cause to flourish that Turkish 
province. We Jews should apply to Palestine the words of Lord Milner, of whose 
new book the opportunity was afforded me of seeing an early copy. Writing 
of Imperialism in “The Nation and the Empire,” the ex-Pro-Consul—who spoke 
words containing so much wisdom at the Anglo-Jewish banquet concerning 
Jews—says: It is not a question of . Square miles more or less. It 
is a question of preserving the unity of a great race, of enabling it, by main- 
taining that unity, to develop freely on its own lines, and to continue to fulfil 
its distinctive mission in the world.” We can apply the sentence and the 
sentiments without a letter of alteration—exceps to italicize it in our minds 
as has been done here in print—to Palestine and the Jewish people. Lord 


Milner’s words thus adopted must touch a reverberating chord in the heart of 
any Jew worthy of being one. 


If we have called to the land for 2,000 years in strident tones , 
swearing undying allegiance to the faith bound up with it, there can 
now be discerned, it would seem, a whispering voice from the land 
telling us that the time is at hand when our solemn protestations 
will be put to the test of actuality. That still, small voice will wax 
and strengthen, and anon will be echoing our strident tones. It will be bad 
for Jewry, and worse for Judaism, if the inviting command fall on ears 
spiritually deaf, if it strike souls spiritually numbed.

for repairs. About the same time, Mr. Daniel De Pass, nephew of the deceased, 
developed a large sugar estate in Natal, which was known as “ Reunion.” 

When the brothers De Pass landed at Cape Town, a Kafifir war was in pro 
gress. The news bad just reached the small Jewish community that one of their 
number, Joshua Norden, a Captain of a Graham's Town Company, had been killec 
fighting at the head of his troop. He met his death in the chain of hills skirting 
Graham's Town, having been ambushed by the Kaffirs. On hearing of this, Elias 
De Pass wanted to volunteer for service against the Kaffirs. But being only six 
teen years of age at the time, bis brother thought he was too young to go to the 
front. Two years afterwards, in 1348, another Kaflir war broke out, Elias de Passe 
being on a visit to Port Elizabeth at the time. Two sons of the Port Captain 
asked him to join a troop they were forming, and he readily assented. Subse 
quently he attached himeelf to a troop of Boers from Uitenbage. At that time 
the Dutch were on the best of terms with the English. Buta change of fee|ing 
came about when the English attempted to make the Cape a penal settlement. 
Elias de Pass attended several indignation meetings held to protest against th: 
proposal. His next engagement with the enemy was in conjunction with the 
regulars, commanded by General Berkeley. On one occasion he was slight), 
scratched by an assegai, and he often found himself ina tight corner. Bat he had 
been taught by the Boers to shoot straight, and he emerged safely from a)! the 
fighting he undertook at this period. He could claim to be the oldest living 
volunteer. Other brothers of the deceased were Abraham, David, Michael and 
John, all of whom predeceased him. 

On returning to England, Elias de Pass settled in London, and in 185) by 
married Floretta, youngest daughter of Jacob Henry Moses, of Hyde Park Square. 
He thus became a brother-in-law of the late Lionel Louis Cohen, the late |)r 
Behrend, and Mr. Assur Moses. He was a prominent member of the Spanish and 
Portuguese community, and at ove time rendered service as a Warden. Just 
thirty years ago he succeeded the late Nathaniel Montefiore as President of the 
Gates of Hope School. It was due to him and the late Sir Joseph Sebag 
Montefiore that the school ceased in recent years to give general instruction, and 
restricted its work to the teaching of Hebrew and religion. Some years ago, after 
the death of Dr. Artom, the deceased created some stir in the Bevis Marks’ com 
munity by advocating changes in the ritual—changes which, it is needless to ea, 
were not adopted. Mrs. de Pass predeceased her husband in the year 1910. The 
issue of the marriage was one daughter, Mra. Jack Mendel, who survives her 
father. Mr. de l’ass was a man of wide culture, courtly manners, and dignitied 
presence, a typical Sephardi of the oldschool. The death of the last of the de |’ass 
brothers severs an interesting link with the past. 

The deceased was buried on Sanday morning at the Ciolder’s Green Cemeter\ 
of the Spanish and Portugese Jews, beside his wife. The Rev. S. J. Koco 
officiated, assisted by the Revs. 5. Conqay and D. Bueno de Mesquita. Those 
present included the Haham, Mr. Horatio de Pass (nephew of the deceased 
Messrs. Frank and Anthony Mendel (grandsons), Mr. Julian Samuel, Dr. Lione! 
D. Barnett, Messrs. Edward [.. and Charles Mocatta, and Mr. F. B. Halford. 


LINDO.—Mr. Joseph Norsa Lindo, who was born on the 27th May, 1537, and 
died on the 2nd inst. at Brighton, was the eldest of three sons. The other 
two, who predeceased him, were Gabriel and Arthur. He was the father of Mr. 
M. A. N. Lindo, a prominent worker in the Sephardic commanity. The deceased 
was the son of Nathaniel Lindo and Sarah, daughter of Moses da Costa Lindo. 
Nathaniel was the son of David Abarbanel Lindo, and a grandson of 
Elias Lindo. This genealogy can be carried back to the seventeenth century, to 
the time at which most of the resettlement of Jews in this country occurred. 
He followed a long family line of Mincing Lane brokers. In the possession of the 
family are the medals granted to their members as brokers in an uninterrupte 
succession from 1697 to 1888. Inthe latter year the only son of the deceased, 
Moses Albert Norsa Lindo, became the last sworn breker of the family—the 
institution of medals being discontinued, and a registration certificate being now 
granted in their stead. The late Joseph Norsa Lindo took an active part 
in the affairs of the Bevis Marks Congregation. He was nominated a 
Yahid in 1851. The allotment of his seat at Bevis Marks was signed in that year 
by Joseph D’Aguilar Samnuda. In 1855 he was elected a Levantador, a post which 
he held for forty-six years. He was appointed a Lavador in 18)1, and became 
Parvass of the Lavadores for the third time in 1910. Oo the death of Ilazan 
Piperno be became Senior Lavador. lor many years, daring the time that the 
late Nathaniel Montefiore held the Treasurership, he was Parnass of the Beth 
Holim. He was likewise on the Committee of the Orphan Society, of which 
institution bis father, Nathaniel Lindo, had been President. He was on the Com 
mittee of the Mahasim Tobim, and for many years on the Committee of the 
Board of Guardians, of which his son is at the present time President. He was 
elected a member of the Mahamad and Gabbay in 1468, and he held this post for 
two years. Outside of the community he served on the Committee of the Wan. 
stead Asylum and the Committee of the General Benevolent Society. He was 
Chairman of the latter body for twelve years. 


ROSENBERG.—The Lev. Abraham Rosenberg, Minister of the Exeter 
Synagogue, died suddenly last Monday. He had held office five years and had 
won the respect not only of his congregants but also of non-Jews. He had 
ministered at various places for nearly forty years. The burial took place ov 
Wednesday in the old cemetery situated close to the ancient city walls. 


TAVRIGER.—A cloud of sorrow spread over the Hope Place Synagogue, 
Liverpool, on Sabbath last, when it became known that Mrs. Tavriger, the wife of 
the popular past President, had passed away.

PROPOSED JEWISH BANK FOR 
RUSSIAN EMIGRANTS. 


CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN §8T. PETERSBURG. 
[Special to the ‘‘ Jewish Chronicle.’’} 


An important conference of representatives of the great Jewish communities 
in Russia, as well as of delegates of the various branches of the mutual credit 
banks all over Russia will take place in St. Petersburg on the 25th inst., to con- 
sider the realisation of the long projected Jewish Emigration Bank, the scheme 
of which was pianned in London about three years ago, and has been 
approved by Messrs. M. A. Spielmann, Hermann Landan, 13. §. Straus and others. 
The conference desires to raise the sum of about one million roubles, in order to 
establish the bank as soon as possible. Important Jewish communities in Russia, 
such as those at Lodz, Warsaw, Charkoff, Minsk, Kieff, St. Petersbarg, and others, 
have already promised to contribute sums varying from 50,000 ronbles to 100.000 
roubles, and it may be taken for granted that the Conference will succeed 


in raising the capital required for the establishment of the bank. © The 
necessity of such a bank may be seen from the following official figures 
supplied by M. Neblindoff, of the Russian Ministry of Finance, and from the 
statistics published by the American Immigration (‘ommission. According to 
Niebliudoff’s statistics, not less than ~/) per cent. of the whole of the money sent 
from America to Russia (mostly to Russian Jews) is lost, either because the 
money is sent through “‘ private banks’’ which are not under the control 
of the American authorities, or becanse of the defects of the Russian 
administration which is managed on bureaucratic lines thus making it impos. 
sible for the addressee to receive his money. According to the . statistics 
published by the American Immigration Commission, European immigrants 
in America send to their relatives in Europe

annually, and the Jewish immigrants in America send to their relatives in Russia 
every year the considerable sum of {0 million dollars. If we consider the statistics 
published by the Rassian Ministry of Finance, we find that the poor Russian Jews 
lose every year not less than ten million roubles, or £1,000,000. But we must 
also take into consideration the fact that the Jewish emigrant from Ruagia is in 
many ways a victim of other agencies, as for instance, of the so-called booking 
agenta and of the many emigration agents on both sides of the frontier, whose only 
aim it is to exploit the poor emigrant. According to statistics published by the 
American Immigration Commission, these booking agents in the States earn about 
one million dollars annually, as their ebare of the transactions in which they 
engage. Other people, such as the Hungarians, the Czechs, the Italians, and the 
Germans have already recognised the necessity of special emigration banks, and 
have established such financial institutions with the view of protecting the interests 
of national emigration. That such a bank is a vital necessity for the Jewish 
emigrant may be seen from the facts given by the American Immigration 
Commission, that in New York alone not less than one thousand ‘‘ private banks” 
exist, all of which are thriving on the exploitation of the poor Russo-Jewish 
emigrant. It is farther stated by the American authorities that these private 
banks in New York and all over the United States, where great Jewieh settle- 
ments are to be found, often fail after having amassed thousands of dollars from 
the poor Jewish depositors. The result is that more Jewish money which is 
destined for Russia is lost by the operations of these “private banks,” than can 
be stated officially, as the government of the United States has no offisial cognis- 
ance of the existence of these private banks and cannot prosecute those whose 
sole aim it is to

emigrant from Russia of his small savings. It is proposed that the Jewish 
emigration bank shall not only charge iteelf with sending the remittances of 
the immigrants to their relatives in Russia, but that it should also occupy 
itself with the booking business, thus saving the poor emigrant many roubles 
for every ticket he buys, and, further, with the insurance of the emigrants 
in case they are not allowed to land. Snch an assurance company already 
exists in Liban for Russian emivrants. That company was founded by the 
local head of police and by the chief local clergyman. The income daring the first 
year of its existence was 17,000 roubles, and the expenditure 7,000 roubles, which 
it has paid to returning emigrants. The company has thus earned in only one 
year ten thongsand roubles net. The proposed Jewish emigration bank will 
likewise grapt small loans to the poor immigrants in the States who are 
desirous of settling there, either as artisans or as tradesmen. That the 
bank will also deal with banking transactions is a matter of course. These, 
in short, are the reasons officially given by the promoters of the move. 
ment for the establishment of the bank. That there is a strong movement in 
Russia in favour of such a bank may be gathered from the following resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously by the representatives of the great Lodz Jewish 
community, and by many other important Jewish communities in Russia :—'‘ This 
meeting declares that, having considered the financial scheme of prominent 
Jewish Iléaders in London who are in favour of the establishment of a Jewish 
emigration bank, it is ready and willing to participate in its foundation with a 
sum of 100,000 roubles.” The Jewish community of Charkoff has adopted a 
similar resolution, and has promised to subscribe a sam of 50,000 roubles. The 
St. Petersburg Board of the Societies for regulating Jewish emigration, which is 
organising the Conference to be held on the 25th inst. in that city, hopes that it 
will succeed in raising the sum of one million roubles. It is proposed that

of the Jewish Emigration Bank shall be in London, with branches in New 
York, and perhaps also in many other cities in the States. It is natural 
that the leaders of the movement should be anxious to co-operate with 
prominent English Jews, and they hope that before the Conference meets 
& number of prominent English Jews will have decided on a course of action 
in regard to the Jewish Emigration Bank. It is understood that a meeting 
of leaders of Anglo-Jewry will take place shortly in London, to consider their 
attitude towards the proposed bank, and that certain negotiations are already 
taking place between London and St. Petersburg on the subject. The St. Peters- 
burg Board already referred to has sent one of its most industrious workers, M. 
Davidowitsch, to London, to look after the organisation of the forces in this 
country. M. Davidowitsch is in constant tonch with Mr. Hermann Landau, 
Mr. M. A. Spielmann, Mr. B. 8. Straus, and others who are taking an interest in 
thé scheme. It should be added that the Russian Government favours the move- 
ment, for it has given permission to those who intend to take part in the Con- 
ference to stay in St. Petersburg throughout the whole period of its sessions. 

The first conference of persons interested in the establishment of a Jewish 
emigration bank took place a year ago in St. Petersburg, also by permission of the 
Russian Government. The leaders of the movement in Russia are M. Weinblatt 
Actual Councillor of State, the well-known Russian barrister, M. B. Mandel, and 
M. Pampiansky, directer of the Azov Bank, one of the most important banking 


houses in, Russia. In Paris M. Seligmann is taking an active interest in the move- 
ment. In addition: nearly every big Jewish: community is associated with the 
project and will send delegates to the conference; hence the gathering in Bt. 
Petersburg will be one of the most important Jewish conferences in Rugsia in 
recent times. 

Russian Jewish leaders hope mach from the co-operation of prominent English 
Jews, and the farther hope is expressed that as the headquarters of the institution 


will be in London leading English Jews will take an active part in the realisation 
of the scheme. 


TWO BERLIN SEPTUAGENARIANS. 
Rabbi Dr. Stier and Herr Rudolf Mosse. 


Two distinguished Berlin Jews, Rabbi Dr. Stier and Herr Rudolf Mosse, 
have just completed their seventicth year, and both have modestly declined any 
public recognition of the anniversaries. In the case of the Rabbi, however, small 
deputations of various Jewish organisations attended the service in the Old 
Synagogne on his birthday, to tender their congratulations and give renewed 
assurances of their affection and regard for him. 

Herr Rudolf Mosse, who was bornon May sth, 1843,takes an active part in the 
administration of the community. He is President of the Reform Congregation, 
member of the B'nai Brith Lodge and of the //ilfsverein, 
and was for many years on the Council of the Berlin 
Community. He founded in 1867 the well-knownadver- 
tising agency which bears his name, and has since 
become either sole or part proprietor of several news- 
papers, among them the Berliner Tageblatt (of which 
he was the founder), the Perliner Vol/:sreitung, and 
the Aligemewne Zeitung des Judlentums, also of Berlin. 
Herr Mosse’s claim to fame, however, rests more 
largely on his unbounded philanthropy, for he has 
founded and endowed institutions in his native town 
(Gratz, in Posen) and Berlin. Ih the German capital 
there stands a splendid monument to his liberality 
in the magnificent building known as the Emilie 
and Kudolf Mosse Home at Wilmersdorf. The Home 
is open to children of all denominations, whose 
parents, once affluent, are now in reduced cir- 
cumstances, and whom it is hoped to raise to the 
status once enjoyed by their parents through the training given to them at the 
institution.

BERLIN, 

In commemoration of his seventieth birthday, Herr Rudolf Mosse sent the 
wunificent sum of one million marks to the municipality of Berlin, the income of 
which is to be distributed among specially selected poor families in Berlin. He 
also gave 300,000 marks to the German Imperial Journalists’ Organisation, for the 
support of aged journalists who are anable to continue their work. He further gave 
large sums, varying from 10,000 marks to 50,000 marks, to various Jewish and 
non-Jewish charitable organisations. The municipality of Berlin sent him a warm 
congratulatory telegram, and thanked him for his very generons gifts. The 
municipality bas decided to perpetuate his name by calling one of the new streets 
in Berlin the Mossestrasse. 

The whole German Press published articles on the occasion of Herr Mosse’s 
birthday, and praised him asa [.iberal of the old stock, and as a great philanthropist 
who has accumulated a vast fortune only to give it again to the poor and oppressed. 

Herr Mosse is a self-made man. He was apprenticed to a printing firm as 
soon as he left school, and on coming to Berlin he soon found employment with 
Payne's publishing firm as a poorly paidclerk. But he quickly recognised the 
necessity of reform in the then undevelope’ advertising trade, and started with a 
small capital an advertising agency on a modern basis, which proved a@ great 
success. In one decade his advertisement agency bad branches in nearly all larger 
towns in Germany. To day bis firm is the centre of the German advertisement 
business. The papers which he afterwards founded in connection with his adver- 
tisement agency also proved a great success. The Berliner Tageblatt is to day one 
of the most influential German newspapers. It stands for radicalism in home 
politics, for free trade and for peace and goodwill as a starting point of the 
imperial foreign policy. The Berliner Tageblatt, although radical and independent, 
is sometimes used by the German Foreign (Office as its mouthpiece and is, in spite 
of the anti-Semitic attacks, an important factor in German politics. Herr Moase 
ia known to his friends as a very modest man.

An Anti-Semitic Demand. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


Representatives of the reactionary parties have held a meeting to consider the 
Beilis case. It was resolved to oppose any decision to send the case to a trial by 
jury (even one composed of peasants), ‘ as the Jews will no doubts bribe the latter.” 


ENGLISH AND FRENCH DOCTORS ON THE BEILIS CASE. 


I am enabled to supplement my last week’s statement on the treatise published 
on the Yuschinsky case by the foreign medical authorities. Prominent among 
those who rejected the conclusions of the anti-Semitic Russian experts are the 
names of the official experts of England, Drs. Pepper and Willcox, as well as 
that of Dr. Mercier (former head of the Psychic Department of the Charing Croas 
Hospital). France is represented in the publication by Professors Lacassagne 
and Tloinot; Austria by Professors Haberda and von Jauregg; Switzerland by 
Professor Bleuler ; and Germany by Professors Meyer, Bonhoffer, Forel, Bedecker, 
Zimke, &c. The English experts wrote in their final conclusions :—'* We entirely 
and emphatically disagree with the conclusions of Professor Sikorsky.” They also 
categorically stated that there were no proofs which suggested that the marder was 
a racial or religious affair. 

The French Professors declared that ‘‘ the hypothesis of a ritual murder 
perpetrated to procure the blood of the child, Yaschinsky, is untenable.’’ The 
other experts were equally emphatic, whilst Professor von Jauregg declined to 
believe that Professor Sikoraky’s conclusions on the ritual nature cf the murder 
were those of an expert. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

It is officially announced that the material on the Beilis case has been com- 
pleted, and that the prisoner is accused of committing a murder pre-arranged by 
him and other accomplices, and of torturing the victim. 

A TRAGI-COMEDY. 

At Warsaw, last week, a Jewish father conveyed a child home from a doctor’s 
residence. The child, having undergone an operation, uttered cries in the street, 
and a crowd surrounded the cab, accusing the father of stealing a Christian child 
for ritual purposes. Oaly the appearance of the polics and the statement of the 


doctor who had performed the operation (he was summoned to verify the Jew’s 
explanation) saved the situation. 


POLITICAL STRUGGLES IN GERMAN JEWRY. 
{From our Correspondent.) 


BERLIN. 
The quarrel between the “Centralverein Deutscher Staatsbiirger jiidischen 


Glaubens” and the German Zionists has already had unfortunate results. The 
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organisation of the German-Jewish “.Jagendvereine,” which was conducted on 
non-political lines and has abont 15 000 members, is threatened by a& eplit on 
account of the resolution passed by the “ Centralverein.” The two branches of 
the “.Jogendbund” at Kiel and Frankfort have suggested to the (‘entral Com. 
mittee of that body, that it shonld publicly and emphatically denounce the doings 
of the “ Centralverein,” by inviting the latter's representative on the Committee 
of the “Jugendbund” to resign. This suggestion will be fully diecuased at the 
annual meeting of the “Jugendbund,” which will take place shortly. If the 
proposal of the two branches is rejected the split is unavoidable, because the 
Zionist groups will leave the organisation altogether. On the other hand, if 
the annual meeting accepts the proposal and the “Centralverein” is publicly 
disavowed, the branches of the “Jagendbund” which endorse the action of the 
“ Centralverein.” will leave that organisation. The German Jewish Press is 
greatly alarmed at this turn of events and deplores the internal struggle in German 
Jewry, which must weaken its power and strengthen the hands of our enemies 
Should the split between Liberals and Zionists arise, Germany Jewry will be 
divided into three separate sections, Extreme Orthodox, |. berals, and Nationalists. 


The Extreme Orthodox, who bave always pleaded for separation, will rejoice more: 


than ever and will consider the eplit as a victory for their views. 

But the most distressing fact is that a certain section of the Jewish Liberal 
Press is working for complete separation iv order to purge the various organisa. 
tions of German Jewry from nationalist influences, as the national movement is 
making considerable progress among the young and the liberals fear that farther 
co-operation with the nationalists might lead to a victory of Zionism throughout 
German Jewry. The whole campaigo against the nationalists is thus dictated by 
fear and cowardice. The anti-Semitic Press is already devoting its colamns to the 
etroggle in German Jewry, and in order to prove once more that the German Jews 
are lacking in patriotism it quotes the resolution passed by the “ Centralverein,” 
in which the Zionists are accused of not being loyal to the fatherland. 


A NEW LIBEL AGAINST POLISH JEWS. 
Persistent Agitation.

The leaders of the boycott in Poland have invented a new libel against the 
Jews, vigorously spreading over the country the accusation that our coreligionists 
poison the cattle belonging to Christians, in order to force the latter to sell it at low 
prices. A Polish boy killed a Jewish boy at Warsaw during the week. The 
murder is attributed to the boycott agitation. 


The Synagogue at Rome.

The Montreal Hebrew Free Loan Association's Excellent Work. 
[From our Correspondent.} 
MONTREAL. 


The excellent work done by the Hebrew Free Loan Association here impelled 
your correspondent to visit its offices and view the workings of the Organisation. 
The Association is a child of a similar body in London, as the founder of the 
present Association here, Mr. Z. Fineberg, was so impressed by the benefits of the 
London Organisation, which he saw in operation during a recent visit to England. 
that he decided to do all in his power to found a similar Society bere. On the 
evening the writer was present, some twenty persons borrowed several hundred 
dollars for various purposes. The borrowers represented many different walks in 
life. Twenty-five borrowers taken at random from the list represented the follow 
ing trades and occupations: blacksmith, peddler, milkman, clothing operator, 
cutter, grocer, farrier, tailor, bricklayer, secondhand dealer, teacher, stone. 
mason, brass finisher, painter, restaurant-keepor, jeweller, express man, labourers 
and factory operatore. Most of the applicants could speak English, althonch 
nearly all were comparatively recent immigrants to Canada. An interesting 
incident was farnished by the fact that one of the members of the Board present 
and one of the borrowers had come from the same town in Russia and had arrived 
here on the same ship some twelve yearsago. Fortune had favoured the one more 
than the other. Sums are loaned from 5 dols. up to 100 dols. Each borrower has 
to return one-tenth of his loan each week and has to provide two responsible 
parties as sureties. In eighteen months, 625 loans had been granted by the 
Society, totalling over 30,000 dols.; this, on @ capital of only about 9,000 dols , 
is an excellent turn over.

A fire bas destroyed about a hundred Jewish houses at Belsitz (Poland), 
leaving three hundred families homeless. - 

The late Commercial Councillor Louis Feist, of Frankfort, has bequeathed to 
the Orthodox Jewish community in that city a legacy of 100,000 marks. 

The Counc! of the University of Cape Town bas appointed the Rev. A. P. 
Bender, Examiner in Hebrew and Old Testament for the B.D., aud the Inter- 
mediate B D. Exsminatione, and as one of the Moderators in the Matriculation 
Examioation for this year. 

Mr. Philip Mycrs has been elected Hon. Secretary and Treasurer of the 
newly constituted committee of the Cape Town Free Dispensary. 

A large number of members of the Jewish Athletic Society in Salonika 
(writes our correspondent in the city) recently marched in procession through the 
principal arteries of the town. They are well set up young men, and their fice 
bearing, oeat uniforms, and excellent rendering of Hebrew and J udeo-Spanish songs © 
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created an admirable impression. Everywhere throughout their march they were 
frantically cheered by the raw Jewish element, who gave them ovations, and even 
let off fireworks, in their honour. 

Mr. Paul M. Warbarg, of Messrs. Kuhn, Loeb and Co., New York, has 
received the Order of the Crown, Second (lass, from the German Emperor. 

Mr. Julius Rosenwald, the Chicago philanthropist, has given 20,000 dollars to 
the newly-organised I’ederation of Jewish Charities of New Orleans. 

The Hon. Oscar 8. Straus, and Mr. Marcus M. Marks, have been appointed 
by the Governor of New York delegates of the State to the American Peace 
Congress. 

Mr. Max Pam, of Chicago, has been decorated by the King of Bulgaria with 
the Cross of Saints Cyrillas and Methodius, for distinguished eervices performed 
in behalf of the Balgars in the Balkan war. 

The picture entitled “ The Model,” by Miss Hermina Arndt (a native of New 
Yealand) is hung in the Paris Salon. 

The Emperor of Austria has conferred the Order of the Iron Crown, Third 
Class, on Dr. Sigmund Herzberg-!'rinkel, Professor at the University of Czernowitz. 
After having been first Extraordinary Professor and later Ordinary Professor at 
the University he was elected its Rector in 1905 and was returned by it as ite 
representative in the Diet of Bukowina. Dr. Herzberg-Friinkel is the eldest son 
of the Ghetto poet, Leo Herzberg-Frinkel, who despite his advanced age (eighty-six) 
atill continues his literary activity. 

The late Madame Marie Koniz, of Odesea, has left a fortune of about two 
million‘francs. She directed in her will that the annual income shall be applied to 
the benefit of the poor at K\issingen in the proportions of three-fourths to Jews and 
one-fourth to Christians. 

[In consequence of the Russian Ministerial policy, a hundred Jewish assistant 
Advocates will shortly be excluded from the legal profession in Kieff alone becanse 
they failed to gain the rank of Advocate during the last five years. In reality, 
Jews are barred by the Ministry from obtaining the rank of Advocate by its refusal 
to promote our coreligionists. 

Likely foreign Jewish exhibitors at the St. Petersburg Automobile Exhibition 
have been informed that they will not be allowed to participate. 

The St. Petersburg Jewish Society in aid of Artisans and Agriculture bas 
received 28,000 roubles, and the Jewish Education Society 11,500 from the 
Poliakoff bequests. 

The new Governor of Nijni- Novgorod (like his predecessor), bas refused toallow 
Jews to sit on the Committee of the local great fairs. 

Quite a little excitement (our Montreal Correspondent writes) was cansed at 
McGill University recently by an item in the Mc(ill Daily, a newspaper published 
by the students. One of the local savings banks had a run on it (which by the 
way was quite unjustified), and an article appeared in the paper stating thata 
gentleman of Jewish appearance had attempted to buy up the students’ accounts 
in that institution at sixty cents for the dollar, in a manner characteristic 
of his race. It also stated that none of the students were so foolish 
as to accept the offer. Naturally the Jewish students’ Society (Maccabwman 
Literary Circle) took action. A separate Jewish Student Society is needed at 
McGill because of the fact that in the regular student societies the Jewish element 
never gets the chance of being heard. The Jewish organisation's council accordingly 
asked the I:ditor of the sheet for an explanation. The result was that the next 
morning an editorial notice appeared to the effect that the article in question was 
not intended to retiect unfavourably on any of the members of the Maccabman 
Society. This lame sort of an apology was the only one received, as before the 
Society could insist on a proper apology the paper suspended publication for the 
term. 

Revelations by a dismissed member of the staff of the Jew-baiting organ, the 
Novoe Vremya, disclose the manner in which the latter carries out its intrigues 
against distasteful authorities and obtains concessions from the Russian Government 
by virtue of its influence. 

The Hon. Charles Louisson, M.L.C. (Christchurch, New Zealand), has been 
elected Chairman of the Finance Committee, in connection with the visit of 
H.M.S. “New Zealand” to the Dominion. Mr. E. Nordon is also a member of 
the Committee. 

At the annual meeting of the Supreme Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
of New Zealand, held at Invercargill, Vice Ex-Companion Ernest Nordon was 
elected assistant Grand Recorder. 

The report dealing with Palestinian charities, with recommendations for 
improving their administration, which was presented to the biennial meeting of 
the National Conference of Jewish Charities held last June at Cleveland (Obio), 
has been printed in pamphlet form. Some of the principal points in the report

SIR STUART SAMUEL, MP. 


A BILL OF INDEMNITY INTRODUCED,

indemnified from that exaggerated penalty which he has legally incurred, is yet of 
Opinion that he should pay some moderate penalty appropriate to that negligence 
of which he has been guilty, and that the common informer should receive, in 
conformity with the policy of the law, a sufficient reward for his vigilance and 
activity, and declines, therefore, to assent to this Bill.”

Oswald Vernon Forbes, a common infomer, sued Sir Stuart to recover penalties in 
connection with his sitting and voting in the House of Commons during the period 
of his disqualification. 

Mr. DUKE, K.C. (for Sir Stuart), said there had been no affidavit filed as was 
required by the Act of James I., and therefore that disposed of the action at any 
rate for the present. 

Mr. GORE BROWNE, K.C. (for Mr. Forbes, the informer), argued that the 
case was in order and could proceed. 

His lordship overruled the objection, adding that the case would bs resumed 
on the first day of next term.

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“A DISGRACEFUL PICTURE.” 


PULPIT PROTESTS. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN alluded, in his sermon last Sabbath at Hampstead 
Synagogue, to the picture which has attracted so much attention at the Academy. 
So far as concerned the connection of Jews with finance in the popular mind, he 
thonght, when he saw the picture, that he would like to be able to paint scenes 
with which he was familiar among the Jewish poor and call it “Finance.” For, 
in his opinion, the financial ability of the Jew was much over-rated by an estimate 
of the exceptional, whereas he imagined, from his own experience, that no people 
could be more colossally incompetent financially than those to be met with con- 
tinually in our community. The libel of the picture was the suggested victimisa- 
tion of the Christian. There was sufficient greed for money among all men, 
Christians and Jews, for a very sharp lesson to be taught by any artist who felt 
that the age was too material. [ut the suggestion that the Christian was looked 
upon by the Jew as a victim was an exploded myth of a bygone dark age, and its 
revival on the walls of the Academy was a slander on English public opinion and 
& gross disfigarement of the walls of a great educational institution. Meanwhile, 
all we could do was to foster the cultural side of our racial genius and deepen the 
spirituality of our preseatation of religion until the highest in Jewish character was 
too well recognised to permit of the possibility of euch a caricatute as the 
Academicians bad thought fit to pass for exhibition. 


Preaching at the West London Synagogue last Saturday, the Rev. ISIDORE 
HARRIS dwelt on the social morality of the 19th chapter of Leviticus. After 
referring to the high standard of social morality enjoined in the Bible upon Jews 
and on the fundamentals of morality that Jews have given to the world, and 


which the world basa right to demand that they shall live up to, he continued: 
“ Are we living up to the old Scriptural standard of moral rectitude? Is it not 
strange that we Jews, who shonid be the foremost illustrators to the world of 
righteous conduct, are singled ont as special sinners against the laws of just 
dealing? How does it come about that, in this year’s Exhibition, the walls of 
the Royal Academy are disgraced bya picture pourtraying a group of Jews as 
typical offenders against the social morality of the 19th chapter of Leviticus ? 
True, the charge of Jewish dishonesty which is levelled against us from time to 
time emanates from our detractors, who are eager for any excuse to vent their ill. 
feeling on, to fling insult at, an unpopular race. Jews are certainly not more 
dishonest than the peoples among whom they live. They might well be more honeat— 
I venture to think that they are—and yet fail to come up to the standards that the 
world has a right to expect of “a kingdom of priests and a holy nation.” It was 
said the other day by an honoured member of our congregation: “ The word of an 
Englishman is believed all the world over; for justice and uprightness he is 
unequalled by any.” Should anything less than this be affirmed of a people who 
pride themselves on being the chosen race? “I will be sanctified by those 
who stand near Me.” Itis because we claim to stand in a relation of special 
nearness to God that our conduct is for ever challenging attention. . Having 
placed ourselves apon a pedestal, the eyes of the world are directed upon us, and 
hostile criticism is certain to fasten itself upon the slightest fault that we 
commit.” 


THE DINNER OF THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION AND 
THE EVELINA DE ROTHSCHILD SCHOOL.

Sin,—Having just returned from a tour in Palestine, where I visited the 
Evelina de Rothschild School, you will perhaps allow me to add my testimony to 
the statement of Sir Edward Stern as to the excellence of the school and the 


thorough efficiency of Miss Annie Landau as Head Mistress. I had the good fortune 
to witness there an artistic (j)"T") one-act play performed by the little girls in pure 
Hebrew. I farther had the privilege of presiding at the beautifal Seder arranged 
by Miss Landau for the teachers and staff (all young ladies). 

If Sir Edward revisited Jerusalem just now, there would be no need for him 
to make apologies, ‘‘why everything is not taught in Hebrew at the School,” for 
whilst under the excellent tuition received the pupils make rapid progress in the 
English language, their knowledge of Hebrew is still far greater, since it is their 
native tongue, the language in which they converse and in which they think. And 
yet, strange to say, the moral is in no way affected, but keeps constantly 
improving. 

Ono reading Sir Edward's speech, Miss Annie Landau will have the pleasant 
surprise of being counted amongst the wealthy class, for she certainly has acquired 
the very strange habit and fad of talking Hebrew. In fact this fad threatens to 
become a general craze, which may even endanger the noble institution of the 
Chaluka, for the Hebrew epidemic, now synonymous with wealth, and which is 
attacking Jerusalem, Safed, and Tiberius, may sweep it right out. 

We all share Sir Edward Stern’s great admiration for the [ritish character 
and the beauty of the English language with all that it contains, but when in 
referring to the latter he goes into ecstasies, using the phrase, “ the language in 
which there is the purest literature,” and draws a comparison between it and 
Hebrew, which carries an innuendo that “sach purity is not to be found in the 
Hebrew literature,” he evidently forgets that the lofty precepts of justice, truth, 
and honesty contained in the Version were translated into English from the 
Greek, which in turn were translated from the original Hebrew. This slip was 
evidently noticed by Viscount Milner when he remarked that Sir Edward “ went 
farther asa Briton than his Lordship himself was able to do,” also by Sir Matthew 
Nathan when he said “they wanted to put them in a position to exercise those 
good influences which they believe to emanate from Jewish Literature.” 

Sir Edward is quite correct when he says “the poor little girls hardly know 
the difference between mine and thine.” There is mighty little there of mine; it 
is nearly all thine. 

I do not know in how much the small story of the boots has helped to fill the 
stocking of the Anglo-Jewish Association. If it was merely meant for after 
dinner fun, I have to remark that there were some pathetic and extenuating 
circumstances connected with the story, for I understand that the pair of boots 
left at home was owned in partnership by two sisters, and the flogging a mere 
invention engendered in the fertile brains of the little Cinderella who was desirous 
of posing as a great heroine. Should it, however. be necessary to illustrate 
the fact that the entire Univerge is not yet converted to the principle of George 
Washington, I may be permitted to relate an anecdote which occurred nearer the 
Home of Truth. A highly respected British merchant prince was rung up by 
somebody whilst being busy and worried at his office. “Tell the party I am not 
in,” said he to the cashier standing next to him. “Yes Sir, but will you: kindly 
step in the next room,” retorted the honest cashier, ‘and I will tell Mr. B. that 
you areout.” I might, if I so desired, finish the story with flogging and getting 
the “sack.” Fortunately, however, this was not the case. 

I am sure it was not the intention of Sir Edward Stern to level an insult 
against the Hebrew literature, nor to cast any reflection on the character of the 
Jerusalem Jewish population. None the less, such is the interpretation which the 
ordinary reader is bound to put on reading these words in print, and it is against 
such expressions that our sages cautioned us—‘ Wise man be carefal in your 


utterances.”

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 4G. E. ROUSSO BEY. 


A MONG the many teasing questions that have been raised by the Balkan 


War not the least difficult has been the question of Salonika. Indeed, 
it has been called the cockpit of the Near Eastern struggle. The 
physical position of the city and its relative importance as a com- 
mercial centre render it of first class urgency in any disposition of territory 
that may come as a result of the war. Salonika has throughout the struggle 
proved an apple of discord to the Allies, who have 
brought doom upon Turkey in Europe, and to-day 
its destiny, even from the military point of view, is 
in considerable doubt. Occupation of the town is 
jointly Bulgarian and Greek. Yet, neither of these 
accord with the population of the town.. The 
people of Salonika are of various races and sub- 
divisions of races. But, there is one race which, 
taken by itself, has the largest single population of 
all. That race is the Jewish race. The Jews of 
Salonika form forty-tlve per cent. of the whole popu- 
lation of the town. But, in comparison with any 
other people, they are predominant. What is to be 
done with Salonika is a problem which is exercising 
the ingenuity of the Ambassadors who are meeting 
in London, and at least one of the propositions 
which finds considerable favour in many quarters is that Salonika should be 
extra-territorial, in the sense of being neither bulgarian, nor Greek, nor Turkish, 
but a free town under the control of the lowers. The obvious result of this 
would be that Salonika would become virtually Jewish, and we should have 
the spectacle of a territory in Europe largely governed and controlled by Jews. 
This would not, it is said, be the first time in history that Salonika has been 
so prominently Jewish. lat the suggestion is interesting from many points 
of view. Among those who have recently been in England-as one of a mission 
to p'ead with the powers for the creation of an autonomous territory in Mace- 


= 
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free port and providing it with a hinterland—is His Excellency Rousso Bey, 
who was good enough to accord an interview to our representative and to 
explain something of the position in Salonika and of its aspirations. Rousso 
sey is a coreligionist who was born in Constantinople, and has occupied the 
position of Chief Sccretary tothe Minister of Finance in the Turkish Government. 
“We represent three elements inhabiting Macedonia,” said Rousao Bey, 
“Tarks, Jews, and Viachs, ani we have presented to the Ambassadors of the 
Powers & memorandum setting out the objects we have in view.” 


A Memorandum to the Powers. 


Rousso Bey was kind enough tolet our representative see a copy of the memo- 
randum, in which 

The Macedonian Committee state that its object is none other than the 
one imposed by the same historical and ethnical considerations, for which the 
allled Governments pretended to have declared war against Tarkey. The 
contradiction ia the aspirations of the populations residing in each of the 
occupied regions in relation to the occupying State denotes a partition so 
inopportune that the grant of Macedonia tothe Macedonian: offers the natural 
and inevitable solution to the problem. The delegates then proceed to set 
forth the arguments on which their canseis based. The Balkan Allies, in the 
etraggle into which they entered against Turkey laid stress on historical 
principle to justify their taking possession of territories in Ramelia. ‘“‘ We do 
not at the present moment,” say the delegates, “ wish to criticise this right. 
Nevertheless, may we not equally invoke this very same principle in favour of 
Tarks, Jews, and Viachs? Evidently yes. Is it time which confers this 
historic right on populations inhabiting a territory? Sevaral centuries of 
residence jastify its being conferred.” Another argament adduced is the 
principle of the pamber of each nationality of Macedonians in respect to which 
the following statistics are farnished :—

The Memorandum goes on to say that Europe, which, by accepting the 
results of the war, wishes to put an end to conflicts, will be obliged to return 
to the charge in a very near future. The pacification which it desires can 
only be brought about by means of an autonomons territory, with Salonika as 
its capital, ander the control of, and the autonomy guaranteed by, the Great 
Powers. This is the only possible solution of the Macedonian problem which 
will shortly be set before Europe, despite the present password of the Allies 
not to raise any conflict. 

“ You will see,” pursued Ronsso Bey, “ that we believe that what we ask is the 
only practical solution, because it conforms with the special qualities and aspira. 
tions of the inhabitants of Salonika. It is impossible to divide Macedonia on the 
basis of the territorial occupations of the different Balkan armies. But regard 
must he had for the special circumstances of the various territories. 

Diverse Elements. 

“T will not enter here,” he said, “into details which are well known concerning 
the special character of Macedonia, but I should like to insist that neither the Slay 
element nor the Greek represents from the point of view of language or customs 
their so-called co-nationalisation of Bulgaria, Servia, and Greece. Professor 
Barvalesou, of the University of Jassy, has explained our first point. The 
differences are, of course, not serious or vital, aod it would be 
possible to efface them completely if the Balgarians and Macedonians 
were inbabiting the part of the country occupied by the Bulgarian Army. 
The same would take place if the Greeks in that region were placed under Greek 
domination. But this is not the case. You have Greeks io large numbers at Serr: s 
and Cavalla who are dominated by the Bulgarians, and you have Bulgarians and 
Greeks dominated by the Servians, as at Monastir. None of these will be able to 
accommodate themselves to the new domination.. You thus cannot take the facts 
that we have in the Balkans and compare them from any point of view with what 
has occurred in the dual empire of Austro-Hungary. The situation is entirely 
different. The hatred between Bulgars and Greeks is both religious and national. 
There has been a rapprochement between them and a truce to their differences in go 
much that they have combined for the sole object of driving out the Turks. But, 
now that that is accomplished, the differences will be revived more fiercely than 
ever. Now the Oecumenical Patriarch will not have the same means of influence 
against Bulgarian plots. It will be the Greek army on which the duty will fall of 
kseping order between Greeks and Bulgarians.” 

Thie does not look very promising 

“ Naturally,” replied Rousso Bey, “we conld wish in the name of human 
solidarity and of human peace that it might have ben otherwise. But this 
struggle between Bulgarians and Greeks when brought together in this peculiar 
territory is inevitable sxoner or later. Even the Allies of yesterday are estranged 
Thus, the only 
possible solution which can be permanent liesin antonomy of the contested territory.” 

A Jewish Question. 

How would you propose to govern it” 

“ Well, it has been suggested that there should be a Federal Council composed 
of the representatives of the Balkan Powers. That would be the worst solution of 
all. It would mean that the straggle would be transferred from the plains of 
Macedonia into the Federal Council. the consequences of which must be disastrous. 
Indeed, if the Allies seek to retain this territory, they would soon have to retire 
from it and leave it stained with their blood.” 

But there is a Jewish question ? 

“Yes, assuredly. That goes almost to the root of the problem. The Jewish 
question in Macedonia, and especially in Salonika, has to be studied from a double 
point of view—-from the political and the economic. From the political point of 
view, it mast be admitted Jews have had no ground of serious complaint up to the 
present either against the Bulgarians or the Greeks, or in Balgaria or in Greece. 
Bat we most not be deluded by this show of tolerance. There has been between 
the Balgarians and Greeks a competition for the ultimate possession of Salonika, 
and naturally it wae quite incidental that they would desire to win the 
goodwill of the Jews, and desire in advance to gain their favour, especially in 
Salonika, which is such a great Jewish city. What we have to ask ourselves is 
whether if, as a result of the settlement, the Balkan States ocoupy Macedonia, the 
tolerance to Jews will be continued. It is, of course, impossible to prophesy as to 
the future, but it is safe to say that any optimistic prophecy would be very likely 
to prove fallacious. In any case, it is necessary that we Jews should be vigilant, 
and should be united in the care of their interests. This isa supreme duty which 
devolves upon them jdst now. 

“T ought to tell you that I have the greatest confidence in Rabbi Jacob 
Meir, who has shown himself intelligent, active, and statesmanlike—one 
fully alive to the new and formidable task that awaits him. [at the question 
is not one so much of the religions status as of the economic futare of 
our people. You probably are not unaware t> what Salonika owes 
its commercial importance. It is its Macedonian hinterland. The splendid 
region, of which Salonika is the oapital, forms a fine outlet for the country. 
Now the hinterland of Salonika is partly Bulgarian and partly Servian, and all 
the Balgarians can look for so long as Salonika remains in the hands of the Greeks 
is commercial ruin. The Adriatic ports will divert Servian commerce from 
Salonika, and all that will be left to Salonika will be Greek activity. But this 
Greek activity will not be commercial. It will be political, and as a Greek 
possession Salonika is bound to become a military and naval port, set up as 4& 
bulwark against Bulgarian aspirations. But these matters are entirely 
political, and probably will not particularly interest Jewish readers. I have said 
enough, I am sure, to show how Jewish interests point to Salonika being made with 
its hinterland into an independent territory.”

ELECTION SUNDAY. 


DEMAND FOR ENFRANCHISEMENT OF LADY MEMBERS. 


Next Sunday, elections will be held at the fifteen Constituent Synagogues of 
the sited Synagogue for Wardens, Representatives at the Council, and at the 
Board of Deputies, and members of the local Boards of Management. 

In only one Synagogue (Hambro’) will there be a contest for the Wardenship, 
but for seats on the Council and the Boards of Management there is considerable 
competition. In the brondesbury Synagogue for example there are twenty-three 
candidates for nine places on the Board. ltepresentation at the Board of Deputies 
will be contested in not less than six Synagogues, an unusual feature of the 
elections. 

Few subjects of interest are to be raised at the seatholders’ meetings. One of 
them, however, is the question of granting to women seatholders the right to vote 
at synagogue elections. Resolutions in favour of granting this right are to be 
moved at the Central Synagogue by Mr. Joseph Trenner, at the New West End 
Synagogue by Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, J.P., and at the Hampstead Synagogue 
by Dr. J. Snowman. 

At the New West End Synagogue, too, Mr. Meyer A. Spielmann proposes 
to move: “that it be an instruction to the Wardens and Board of Management to 
take steps promptly with a view to putting into practice the modifications in 
the service adopted at the annual meeting in May, 112,” and “that the report 
and recommendations of the Triennial Cycle Committee be adopted.” This 
report deals with the proposal to divide the reading of the Torah into a triennial 
cycle. 

: Mr. E. Zeitlyn, at Hampstead, has a notice on the Agenda: “that the 
recitation of the Priests’ Benediction by Cohanim be restored to the synagogue 
eervic?.” 

Mr. A. E. Hyman, at the same synagogue, is to move: “that the practice of 
engaging choristers who do not reside within walking distance of the synagogue be 
discontinued at the earliest possible moment as being contrary to the interests of 
Orthodox Judaism, and that male choristera be instructed to wear Talisim on al! 
occasions when the same should bs worn.” 

The seatholders of the Dalston Synagogue will be invited at their general 
meeting to consider the establishment of a Beth Hamedrash in connection with 
the United Synagogue. 

At the general meeting which is to be held at the North London Synagogue 
lady seatholders are invited, ‘to give members an opportunity of discussing the 
affairs of the congregation, and, if necessary, to make any recommendations that 
may arise therefrom.”

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


THE KNOWLEDGE OF GOD iI.). 


--— - -- 


** Know therefore this day, and consider it in thine heart, that the Lord He is 
God in heaven above, and in the earth beneath, there is none else.’’—Deut. iv., 39. 


What is the manner in which our understanding witnesses to the existence 
of God? All activity, no matter of what kind, consists in exercising the 
power of the will over outward objects—in moving them and re-arranging 
them, that is all. All physical activity is the movement of physical objects, 
brought about by the exercise of the will. So constant is our experience of 
the power of the inward will to create outward movement, that we link the 
two together in an indissoluble bond of thought. From the observation of a 
movement the mind springs instantaneously to the inference of a living 
power, akin to ourselves, as the cause of that movement. To take a 
simple illustration. We are sitting in a room, and of a sudden a 
stone crashes through the window. We infer at once, and with absolute 
certainty, that someone or other threw that stone. The alternative that the 
stone jumped up and broke the window of its own accord does not even occur 
to us. -If anyone suggested it, we would exclaim: “ Why, the stone is not 
alive!’’ We demand something living, some Self, some Will, as the cause of 
what has happened. Nor is it possible to the human mind to conceive of any 
motion of outward things otherwise than as caused in the last resort by some 
living will. It does not, indeed, always appear that will is the immediate 
cause of the motion that we see. Sometimes there are several links between. 
lor instance, we see a machine taking in sheets of paper at one end, and 
turning them out at the other end cut and folded. If we showed them to a 
savage he might think that the living will is in the machine itself with its 
great jerking iron limbs. We know better. But just as much as he, we are 
compelled to take for granted a living will at the beginning of it all. 


The Will-Power Behind Things. 


Bat the vast majority of the movements in the midst of which we live 
can be referred to no human wills whatever. The swaying of the trees, the 
sailing of the clouds, the dashing of the waves, the flooding of the sunlight, 
all the countless movements of inanimate nature which go on around us— 
behind them all we cannot help supposing there is some sleepless will power. 
The very constitution of our minds compels us to attribute the infinite variety 
of movement by which we are encompassed to some living force operating its 
mighty energy through all the structure of the worlds. If we are not per- 
petually impressed, in spite of ourselves, with the sense of such a living power 
in the universe, it is because many of the movements of physical nature are 
comparatively slow. The movement by which a young tree adds buta single 
inch to its girth in the course of a year is too slight to be even an object of 
direct observation. It can only be inferred. And thus the sense of the 
unseen, living power which is behind, energising the tree and compelling its 
growth, is not so prominently suggested to us as if we could watch 
this growth taking place before our eyes. In the old days of the 
world’s childhood men felt the need of explaining the most striking 
natural movements that they. beheld as wrought by some will-power 
working through the objects which they saw. When the avalanche fell 


mountain ad had rolled it down. When the lightning flashed across the sky, 
they thought that some god was hurling his thunderbolts against his enemies. 
We, who are not living in the childhood of the world, have learnt the scientitic 
explanation of these phenomena. We know that the avalanche falls because 
the warm sun has melted the snow that bound that mass to the summit of 
the cliff, and so there is no restraining bond to resist the force of gravitation 
upon the accumulation hanging over the brow of the steep. We know that 
the lightning flashes because the electric fluid leaps from cloud to cloud when 
its proper balance has been disturbed. But after all, these are mere scientific 
statements which explain nothing and’ leave ue still in search of the actual 
power that wrought the change. We say that the apple falls to the ground 
because the earth attracts it, but we do not really belleve that the earth pulls 
the apple, any more than we believe that the moon, a yuarter of a million 
miles away, pulls the sea when we explain the movement of the tides by 
lunar attraction. But if we reflect, we are compelled to think that there is 
some other force, some living power, that actually moves the apple or the 
ocean under the guise of this attraction which we call gravitation. 


The Universal Cause. 


And so. by the very constitution of our minds, we always come back to 
the thought of will as cause—the only cause conceivable—of the infinite 
motions in the universe, from the sweep of the sun through space to the dance 
of the molecules ina drop of water. Will is the universal cause. And we 
know that will to be one, and not many, from the manifestations of perfect 
order and symmetry and regularity which characterise all the movements of 
Nature. Look on the movements of the heavenly bodies. So absolutely 
orderly is the march of the moon around the earth, and of the earth 
around the sun, that an eclipse can be foretold to the moment centuries 
beforehand. See how surely the stars retain their relative positions 
in the heavens. Well might the prophet of old declare: “ Thou 
bringest out their host by number,” and compare them to a great army 
whose tramp is ordered by one superintending mind. And we find the 
perfect order in the extraordinarily minute no less than in the extraordi- 
narily vast. In the tiny laying on of cell to cell which constitutes the 
growth of all living structures there is a constant following of a design which 
displays itself at last in the perfect plant or animal. Indeed, the whole modern 
conception of the universe is of an existence displaying oneness in the power 
that has produced it and carries it on. There is not a scientific man in all the 
world who will not insist on that. All different forms of life are gradually 
being shown to have grown out of one primeval form. Indeed, in the minute 
amceba beneath the microscope we can see with our own eyes almost exactly 
what that form was. And the science teachers are not content now, as they 
used to be, to point out the wonderful similarity between the skeletons of a 


man and a frog; but they gather the molluscs, too, aad the insects of 


thundering to the plain, they thought that some god was sporting on the —~ 
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with mankind. It is even hinted that there is but one substance throughout 
the universe, and that the difference in quality, in consistency, in weight, in 
colour, in taste, in smell, may, after all, only result from the different modes 
in which the atoms are packed together, or from the differences in speed and 
direction of the motions of the particles which constitute this universal sub- 
stance. And the marvellous revelations of the spectrum assure us that away 
in the most distant stars the component substances are arranged in much the 
same varieties as here. Nay, more, science teaches us that gravitation and 
magnetism and heat and electricity and all those modes of physical energy 
that we are accustomed to talk of as so many different forces are really so 
many different fashions in which the one sole force exhibits itself, so that we 
can change this force from one fashion to another at pleasure. 


Science and Revealed Religion. 

So that science is bringing us to precisely the same position as that which 
is taken up by Revealed Religion—namely, that the infinite motions which 
make up this stupendous universe—motions of giant suns through fathom- 
less space, motions of the minutest molecules in the tiniest cell of the animal 
organism—are all the effect of Will. And this Will is one and the same Will, 
here, there and everywhere, both now and through all time. This Will, this 
living, energising Power is God's. and when we look upon this universeand regard 
it as the sphere of the causative energy of God, imagination is overwhelmed 
before the revelation which our understanding has forced upon us. The most 
powerful telescopes ever constructed reveal on what we are tempted to call the 
very outskirts of creation gleams of dusky light, made up of what seem 


JEWISH LEAGUE FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


NOISY EAST END MEETING. 

An East London Branch of the Jewish League for Woman Snaffrage was 
formed at a meeting held yesterday week, at the Old Boys’ Club, Mile End Road. 

The Rev. Dr. J. HOCHMAN, who presided, said that although the meeting 
was held primarily with the intention of addressing those already in sympathy 
with the general objects of the movement—the purpose before them being to 
further the cause in the East End—he would take the opportunity of clearing up 
some slight misunderstandings that might exist. He proceeded to give reasons 
why, in three capacities, as persons, as citizens and as Jews, they should join the 
League. Those who eaid that a specially Jewish League was unnecessary regarded 
the Jews simply as individuals, and ignored the fact that the main cause which 
had brought the movement into being was one in connection with which the 
Jews asa people were the greatest sufferers. lor the Jews were economically 
the poorest people in the world, and economics bad a great deal to do with the 
victimisation which brought so many women into the. hands of the White Slave 
traflickers. When we saw that our own people were victims of this infamous 
business—which the suffrage movement would do mach to remove—to go large an 
extent, then our place was within the movement. He hoped they would be stirred 
by the difficulties which they saw the movement had to face and would assist the 
cause. They would thus justify the citizenship which England bad given them 
and would show their gratitude for the benefits they had received by assisting to 
extend England's freedom. 

Miss E. COHEN and Miss W. ELKIN also addressed the meeting.

THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


MEETING OF THE PETITION COMMITTEE. 


In response to the request of a large number of seatholders of the Great 
Synagogue, a meeting, convened by the “* Petition Committee” for last Sunday, 
was held at the Palaseum in Commercial Road. There was a large attendance, 
inclading several lady seatholders. The object of the meeting was to lay before 
the members the annual report, which would come up for discussion at the annual 
synagogue meeting next Sunday. 

In the course of the proceedings several speakers emphasised the fact that the 
individual members of the Board of Management had failed to give effect to the 
promises made to the “ Petition Committee” concerning the appointment of 
First Reader. Peace had been declared on certain well-defined and specified 
conditions, and it was maintained that while the general body of seatholders had 
carried out their part of the compact—in the interests of the congrega- 
tion—the Board had simply delayed taking the promised action, and had 
done nothing. It was agreed that the Board had no excuse for not acting 
promptly. Apart from all other considerations, the meeting contended that 
there was one great principle for which the members had strenuously fought during 
the past years, viz., that whenever a majority of seatholders in a constitutional 
way (t¢., by a vote at a general meeting) expressed their opinion on any subject in 
connection with the synagogue, then it was the duty of the Board of Management 
either to give effect to those expressed wishes (even although they were not Jegally 
binding) or if such action happen to be antagonistic to the convictions of individnal 
members of the Board, then it was the duty of those members either not to act or 
to resign. Such occasions were fortunately rare, but when they did occur the 
path should be clear and obvious. 

The gentlemen supported by the Petition Committee for election pledge them- 
selves to this principle—and to a speedy settlement of the controversy which has 
ensued on the question of the Readership.

_ Britain, or in the British dominions beyond the seas, is-euch a 
metbod of classification resorted to, and in spite of representations to those in 
authority this useless and objectionable method of race distinction in the schools 
is still persisted in. In |.eeds apparentiy, Jewish children are not English people. 
The local representatives who carry out the Statutory Law, have with superior 
wisdom, divided the school children into the following classifications :—suburban 
better, ordinary, poor, and Jewish. 

The utter futility of the comparative statistical value of the figures will be at 
once apparent when it is pointed out that ont ofa total of 13,91 children examined 
but 491 were Jewish children, and the Report dces not mention how many of these 
were special” or routine cases. 

The Report states that of the |:)! Jewish children that came under the notice 
of the officers of the medical staff, a total of 51°} per cent. were in an unsatisfac- 
tory condition of cleanliness. This appears all the more remarkable when the 
fact is taken into consideration that sucha condition necessitates the children 
being absent from school as a consequence, and it is difficult to reconcile these 
figures with the consistently bigh rate of attendance maintained at all the schools 
attended by Jewish children. It is also noticeable in this respect, that under 
Table |. (return showing the number of scholars absent, and the total number of 
attendances lost owing to infections and contagious diseases). Table ’ (number of 
children at the various ages absent from school during 112 owing to infectious 
diseases), Table 3 (unsatisfactory clothing and footgear), and Table 5 (namberand 
percentage of children with skin diseases), the usual Jewish classification is not 
shown, the only explanation presumably being that there were no Jewish cases 
under these headings. 

It will come asa surprise to read that Jewish children are shown to anffer 
more than any others from malnutrition, the table showlog that 87 per cent. of 
the Jewish children showed signs of subnormal nutrition, faring worse than even 
the poorest non-Jewish children, of whom 8 |! per cent. were affected. These 
figures are all the more difficult to reconcile with the statement in the Report, 
which says, “ that the Jewish children are heavier than those of any of the other 
classifications, and that both boys and girls compare advantageously, both in 
weight and height, with those of the better district schools.” 

Table xix., “ Number and Percentage of Scholars with Diseages of the Heart,” 
shows the Jewish children to be in the worst condition under this heading, a total 
of thirty being affected—an average of 6.1 per cent.! Evidently the Leeds 
Medical Officers connected with the local Education Authority regard anwmia as 
heart disease, and it would ba interesting to know the opinions of specialists on 
this point, because it is generally understood that no text-book on medicine will 
support the contention. This is an important matter, because of the thirty cases 
of heart disease, twenty-three appear to be an:omia, which immediately reduces the 
fearsome (,1 per cent. to 0.8 per cent. With regard to this anwmia, it would be 
interesting to know some particulars of the method by which the diagnosis was 
ascertained. Tor instance, what is the relative degree of anwmia in each case’ It 
is a known fact that no systematic blood examinations are made, and it is 
admitted that this procedure is essential for a correct diagnosis of such conditions. 

The importance of correct detailed examination is shown in connection with 
the tables dealing with diseases of the lungs and chest, with the result that Jewish 
children are shown to be alilicted to the extent of 1.8 per cent. as against the 
general total of 2.4 percent. With regard to tuberculosis, one Jewish child had 
osseous tuberculosis. There are no cases of phthisis, nor of glandular, or general, 
or abdominal, or skin tuberculosis, yet such is the value of figures, that this one 
case amongst 491 children masqaerades as 06 per cent. The folly of basing 
statistics or percentages on such small numbers (it is obvious that the 0° per cent. 
should be 0°2 per cent.) is emphasized by the tigares under “ tuberculosis” relating 
to Jewish children. 

The community has been gravely informed in the past three years by the same 
authority that four per cent. of the Jewish children examined were affected by 
tuberculosis. This year only one is discovered, nor is it known that within the 
period covered by the report has there been any extraordinary change in methods 
of diagnosis, in housing conditions, or in method of treating this fell disease within 
the boundaries of the city of Leeds. Again there is food for thought in the table 
dealing with dull, backward, and mentally defective scholars. Two Jewish children 
out of the 491 are dull or backward, and there is but one mentally defective. 
Nothing is said of the bright scholar, but the percentage put down is again wondrous 
and fearsome. 

Altogether a carefal perusal and analysis of this remarkable report, with its 
unusual classifications and fearsome statistics, need not be taken too seriously into 
consideration by the Jewish community.

Tuberculosis tion for the Prevention and Care of Tuberculosis, Dr. 8. Jacob was 
Association. elected Vice-Chairman. This post was formerly filled by the late 
Dr. Trevelyan, and the honour has been conferred upon Dr. Jacob 
in consideration of his services on behalf of the poor consumptives. He, with 
Dr. Carl de Woodcock, and another gentleman now deceased, were the pioneers of 
the anti-tuberculosis movement in Leeds when they started a small cottage hospital 
in the Warfe Valley. Since that time Dr. Jacob has persistently advocated the 
claims of the poor consumptives among the charitable people of Leeds. Dr. Jacob, 
who identifies himself with many communal movements, is also Hon. President of 
the Leeds Consumptives Aid Association, and also of the Jewieh branch of that 
organisation. At all times he is willing to use his best endeavours for the cause, 
and specially for his coreligionists. He is also an active worker on the Committee 
of the National Insurance Scheme.

GLASGOW. 


[From our Correspondent. ! 


The circular issued by Mr. H. M. Langman, and discussed in 
last week's JE WISH CHRONICLE, whilst it contained a some- 
what impracticable suggestion for a Jewish day school scheme, 
was intended primarily to draw attention to what Mr. Lang- 
man considers to be a very serious state of atfairs, and which certainly appears to 
demand immediate investigation. He states that there are 1,000 children whose 
Hebrew edacation is being neglected because of the lack of suitable accommoda.- 
tion. The Talmud Torah, which haga roll of 100 pupils, is ‘*‘ housed” during the 
week in the Buchan Street Pablic School, which, however, is not available during 
the summer vacation or at other times. On Saturday and Sanday recourse is had 
to the vestry rooms of one or two of the synagogues. One hundred and twenty 
children, under three teachers, are sometimes placed in one room, and the 
overcrowding and discomfort is so pronounced that teaching is almost impos- 
sible. The difficulties experienced on Saturday and Sunday are more serious, 
in that these are the only days on which it is possible for some of the pupils to 
attend. The Talmud Torah has been compelled to refuse many applications from 
parents wishing to enrol their children, simply because they have no accommoda- 
tion for them, and if this were supplied it is estimated that the number of pupils, 
at present standing at 400, would be at least doubled. Mr. Langman, in stating 
that there are several hundreds of children whose Jewish education is being 
entirely neglected for the above reasons, asks the community to take the matter 
up. lt may be stated that the present income of the Talmud Torah is nearly 
£400, most of which is expended on the teaching staff.

years the representative of the congregation at the lsoard of Deputies, has resigned. The 
Conncil recommends Mr. I. L.. Jacobs, President of the congregation, as Mr. Spier: 
successor. The Council has had under consideration the question of the apportionment 
of the Mitzvoth to the members of the congregation and has come to th:

It has, therefore, been resolved to recommend the general meeting to revert 
to the former conditions prescribed in Law lil of the congregation.

Instraction Board. The reports of these bodies give eloquent testimony of the progress 
made by the children in all departments, and the thanks of the Conncil and Congreyas 
tion are eminently due for the training thus given to the children of the commnnit; 
The report of the Committee for the Superintendence of Shechita gives an account of » 
satisfactory result of a vear's sustained effort to secure the strict observance of a)! 
details connected with the regulations of slanghtering of animals for food and the dietar, 
laws generally, and the convenience of all persons reqniring the services of the 
Shochetim and the well-being of the latter. Passing from religion to charity, th 
Council bas to thank the board of Guardians for the able and zealous manner in which 
it has performed .its self-imposed, but none tho less arduous, task of dealing with the 
relief of the poor, and the Council is glad to know that the condition of those more o; 
less dependent on the bounty of the community shows a considerable movement, an: 
compares favourably with that of persons similarly sitaated in other places. Anoth: 
Committee to which the deepest gratitude is dne is the Chevra Kadisha, through whose 
good offices the last sacred rites are performed and the interment carried ont with the 
utmost-consideration and decorum. While thanking the members tor the support wh 
it has received, the Council desires to repeat and emphasise its warning as to the neces 
sity for immediately taking steps to increase the revenue, and to place the finances on » 
sounder basis. There was a time when every member strove his utmost and eontribated 
to the best of his ability—whereas now, the driving force which secured for this congre 
gation the reputation of being one of the most important in the country seems to hav 
abated, and only few will serve on the Committees, and the manv make their first efforts 
to economise by reducing their payments to the synagogue. In view of the religions 
revival which is said to be taking place throughout Jewry, the Council earnestly desires 
that the congregation shall be now. as it was formerly, in the forefront.

JEWS AND VACCINATION. 
A Medico-Rabbinic View. 


To THE EpIrorR.—From Dr. W. M. FELDMAN, M.B., B.S. (Lond.), 
3, Whitechapel Road, L. 


Sir,— The support which vaccination bas hitherto received from the Jewish 
clergy ” bas greatly puzzled “ H. A. L.” Indeed he goes farther than that: it is 
inexplicable to him. No wonder! I have had pages upon pages of argument 
with the National Anti-Vaccination League upon the subject of vaccination, and 
have shown them conclusively that nothing on earth can explain away the eradica- 
tion of smallpox except vaccination—but, like punching a woolpack, it has left no 


visible impression. Their vision is so distorted that it is only the crooked that can 
appear to them straight. If, however. “H. A. L.” really wishes to know, I can 
inform him that Kabbi Abrabam Nansich, towards the end of the eighteenth 
century, wrote a pamphlet called T5)77 77, in which he proved the lawfulness of 
inoculation from the Talmudic point of view, and Rabbi Israel Lipshiitz extolled 
and immortalised Jenner for his beneficent discovery of vaccination. Itia of course 
well known that, according to the Taimnad, the decision of the doctor overrules 
that of the Rabbi in all cases where saving of life is concerned, but the pre- 
ventive remedy mentioned in the Talmud for hbydrophobia is extremely 
interesting both on account of its close analogy to the medern method 
of Pasteur, as well as on the direct bearing it has on “H.AL.’s” «ues- 
tion. Your correspondent argues that if it be not right for the Jews to eat 
diseased meat (as if non-Jews may do so!) therefore vaccination with." diseased 
animal matter” (sic) is indefensible. Whoever” (savs the Talmud in Yoma 
84a), “is titten by a mad dog, may be fed with the left lobe of the dog’s liver! ” 
So mach for “ H. A. L.” 

Now, to come to Miss Loat’s letter. I echo her sentiment heartily. The 
Jews are law-abiding citizens, but their acceptance of vaccination is not due so 
much to their obedience to the law of the land as to their knowledge of the benefits 
resulting from the operation. The large bulk of the foreign Jews come from 
Russia, where vaccination is not (and never, I believe, has been) compulsory and 
where smallpox is therefore prevalent, and they know from experience that it is 
the unvaccinated that die and the vaccinated members of the eame family, living 
under the same conditions, that escape. 

Miss Loat speaks of the great scientist Alfred Russel Wallace, who is opposed 
to vaccination, bat Dr. Wallace himself, if I remember rightly, admits in bis 
“ Wonderful Century” that vaccination affords a temporary protection. More- 
over, because Dr. Wallace bappens to be such a distinguished man of science, it 
does not necesearily follow that be must hold right views upon everything upon 
the face of the earth. He believes, for instance, in spiritnalism, although very 
many would aver that it has not the slenderest foundation. Miss Loat further 
mentions Professor Crookshark and Dr. Charles Creighton as “ medical men of the 
highest reputation " wko did not believe in vaccination. In the firet instance, 
although I admit that these men were well-known persons, they cannot by any 
means be classed among men of the /ighest reputation. But apart from that, 
Professor Crookshank in bis evidence before the Royal Commission admitted that 
vaccipation or inoculation afforded a temporary protection, whilst Dr. Creighton 
was co bigoted that he refused to discuss modern statistics altogether because he 
bad, as he eaid, already made up his mind! What Dr. McVail wrote in bis book 
“Vaccination Vindicated ” about the utility of vaccination having to be decided by 
statistics is now something like thirty years old, and the fact remaius that statistics 
do afford overwhelming evidence in its favour. Progress in medical science, how- 
ever, bas since then established vaccivation on an experimental and scientific 
basis. Dr. Copeman in this country, Dr. Miyejirca in Japan, as well as Briukerhof, 
Magraf and others vaccinated large numbers of monkeys and afterwards inoculated 
them with smallpox matter, but none of those animals contracted the disease. 

To return, however, to statistics, I shall pot trouble you with columns of 
figures, but will only mention a couple of facts regarding small-pox and vaccina- 
tiou among Jews. In spite of the relative immunity of Jews to a large number of 
diseasws we have it on the authority of Dr. Creighton himself (in bis “ History of 
Epidemics in Britain”) that in the Middle Ages Jews died in great numbers from 
smallpox. I. Schwartz, also in Zeitschrift Demogr. Statistik Der Juden, 1910, 
finds that between 1614 and 1669 smallpox marked down a large number of Jewiah 
victims ; but since the introduction of vaccination, Jewish children—because of 
their better vaccinal condition—have been dying from this disease in smaller 
numbers than non-Jews. I cr example, in Posen during 1856-65 the mortality 
from smallpox was as follows :—Catholics 51°3 per 1,000, Jews 9 per 1,000! In 
Cracow and Lemberg, however, where vaccination is not neglected amongst the 
general population, there ia no difference in emalipox mortality between Jews and 
non-Jews. Again, a writer in the St. Bartholomew's Hospital Gazette for November. 
1900, states his personal experience that in Jerusalem where, owing to lack of 
State-provided vaccination, smallpox is very prevalent and fatal among Jews, the 
school children—in spite of living in the very midst of infection—have been quite 
free from smallpox since the vaccination of al! has been iusisted upon. 

In New York, the Jews—on account of their better vaccinal condition—almost 
altogether escaped during the 1900-1903 epidemic, 

Lastly, I wish to say that it is not with the object of convinoing the Anti- 
Vaccinationists that I have written this somewhat lengthy letter. This, I have 
learned from past experience would be a hopeless task. Their minds are governed 
by the same law as the pupil of the eye: the more light you pour upon it, the more 
it contracts. My object in trespassing upon your columns is to convince those of 


your readers who have an open mind upon the subject, and are, therefore, amenable 
to argument. 


Some Notable Experiences.

Sin, —I bave been very interested in the correspondence your 
journal recently on the above question. I was surgeon to R.M.S. ‘* Highland 
Hope” some years ago, with passengers and crew of 150.

A Reply. 
TO THE Epiror.—From “ H. A. L.” 


Sin,—By placing together fragments of two juite separate sentences belonging 
to different paragraphs of my letter, which you were good enongh to publish in 
your last issue, Dr. Dutch seeks to foist upon mea statement I did not make, and 
which he declares is libellous. As, however, the libel is of his making, not mine, 


I will leave him to settle the matter as best he can with the departed humani 
tarians and the eminent physicians against whom he declares it to be directed. 
He also says that but for this statement which my letter did not contain, “it would 
merit the silent contempt which it deserves certainly «nite the fanniest excuse I 
ever heard of for rashing into print! It is not clear to me why Dr. Dutch 
should relate the anecdote about the Gloucester clergyman. Does he imagine 
this to be something in the nature of an argument or a proof in favour of 
vaccination? Replying to a question as to what he thought of vaccination, 
the clergyman is made to say, “In the cemetery one thousand little 
children lie dead of emall-pox, one of whom was vaccinated.” Does 
Dr. Datch wieh us to believe that this child died a more respectable, a more 
orthodox, or, in any sense of the word, a more satisfactory death than it would 
bave done had it not been vaccinated’ If Dr. Datch would have us believe that 
vaccination saves human beings from dying from small-pox, it is not easy to see 
how the reference to this grave of a vaccinated child oan possibly assist him. 
Dr. Datch refrains from giving either names or dates, but at the time of the great 
small-pox epidemic io Gloucester theré was a little girl in the town called Daisy 
Sabin, who, exactly three weeks and three days after having been successfully 
vaccinated, took smail-pox and died. ler unvaccinated sister also took small-pox, 
but recovered. ° It would be interesting to learn whether Dr. Dutch’s sententious 
clergyman ever heard of these two cases, and, if so, what he thought about them ° 

Dr. Danziger tells me that “I am best charitably described as a faddist,” but 
this does not prevent me from agreeing with him that the utmost possible pre- 
cautions are taken with regard to the preparation of calf lymph. In view, how. 
ever, of the large number of serious illnesses and deaths which have been the direct 
result of a calf lymph vaccination, these precautions only serve to emphasise the 
objectionable and dangerous nature of the material in question. Moreover, it 
involves the animals, from whose artificially diseased bodies it is obtained, in severe 
and prolonged suffering, From this point of view alone, I maintain that vaccina. 
tion is anti-Jewish. In spite of all that from time to time may have been urged 
to the contrary, there is nothing in Judaism which can be made to condone cruelty 
to dumb animals. From the true Jewish point of view these creatures are not 
ours to do with just what fear or ignorauce or expediency may dictate. They are 
the Lord’s creatures. “Every beast in the field is mine and the cattle upon a 
thousand hills.” 

Dr. Danziger quotes some conclusions of the Royal Commission, although he 
refrains from saying whether these conclusions were unanimous or otherwise. [be 
that as it may, they ceased to be tenable since the publication of Alfred Kassel 
Waliace’s masterly pampbiet, entitled “ Vaccination a Delusion: Its Penal! 
Enforcementa Crime.” The agitation against vaccination, however, rests not upon 
conclusions or opinions, but upon a great and growing number of hard facts, which 
have proved again and agein that not only is vaccination a source of danger to 
health and to life, but that it does not save from smalipor. Qaite the contrary is 
the case, ao the experience of Leicester shows. letween the years 187! and 18/2 
this town was one of the most completely vaccinated in the Kingdom, yet its death. 
rate from smallpox reached to terrible figure of 3,500 per million of the population. 
“That fearful mortality,” says Alfred Russel Wallace, “destroyed the faith of 
Leicester in vaccination. Poor and rich alike began to refuse vaccination for their 
children. This refueal continued till in 1890 the vaccinations reached only 5 per 
cent. of the births . . . and from tbat day to this no townin the Kingdom has had 
such a very low smallpox mortality.” 

In conclusion, would you permit me to say that the object of my previous 
letter, was not to frighten any one, but to point out that calf lymph vaccination 
cannot be brought into agreement with Judaism. Jadaism teaches mercy and 
insists upon physical purity, whilst this practice is both cruel and unclean. 
think if wrong that English Jewry should torpidly lend its support, or at least 
remain indifferent to the continued existence of anything so essentially anti-Jewish. 

I oan only hope that this will be realised in the near future, and that we shal! 
take some part in the struggle which is going on for the repeal of those vaccina- 
tion laws, the penal enforcement of which Alfred Russel Wallace has not 
hesitated to call a crime.

We are promised an exhibition of sweated and badly-paid industries at the end 
of this “ merrie " month, a reminder that there are still far too many trades as yet 
without the pale of legislative enactments. Mrs. Zangwill is associating herself 
with the movement. The present writer bad an interesting chat concerning it with 
Mr. J. J. Mallon, the Secretary of the National Anti-Sweating League, which is 
responsible for the organisation of the function. Nothing can convince Mr. Mallon 
—and his experience is varied enough, to be sure—that sweating is, or has been 
widespread in the Ghetto. He reminds me that there are no facts to support the 
theory that the Jewish employers are worse than their neighbours. Misconcep- 
tions have arisen in the past, and have been permitted to remain uncorrected. 
Hence the popular notion that East of Aldgate is the sweater’s paradise. But we 
must not pat ourselves on the back and assume an air of injared innocence. We 
know full well that there are many evils to be remedied, and that the Jewish 
taskmaster is not an entirely extinct species. We know that there are men with a 
reputation for charity whose substance has been wrung from the badly-paid 
worker, and who seek to atone for their economic wrongs by covering themselves 
with the badly-fitting mantle of /sedakah. Bat public charity should begin with 
the workshop. 

I asked Mr. Mallon about the “ greener,” the newly arrived immigrant whose 
ignorance of I:nglish methods rendered him an easy prey for the unscrupulous 
master. “Are the ‘ greeners’ really sweated?” I enquired. “ Possibly,” was the 
reply, ‘‘ but you can depend upon it they are not sweated for long. They keep their 
eyes open, learn what they can fof their particular trade, and soon manage to raise 
themselves.” Sammed up, Mr. Mallon’s view is that the Jew will not be sweated 


for very long. He comes of a race that can raise itself out of the depths, slowly, ~ 


persistently. Contrast his future with that of the East London shirtmakers, with 
their sixty-hour week for nine shillings; with the artificial flower-makers fashioning 
aweet violets at three-farthings a gross, and you will readily apprehend that the 
“greener” would not tolerate for a month such bad conditions of employment. 
Long suffering he may be, but he would never have permitted the evils that 
others have borne uncomplainingly since the days of Thomas Hood. That is why 
the “ greener ” is something of avhero, though the outer shell resembles not that 
mould from which heroes are made. | 


There is one very badly paid indastry that calls for skilled hands and nimble 
brains. I refer to the making of the mezuzais. These ritaal appurtenances are 
retailed so absardly cheaply, that we are inclined to wonder how much the poor 
sopher can possibly make oat of a mezuzah that sells at sixpence. It ia perfectly 
wicked that work that calls for skill and knowledge and patience above the 
ordinary ; that tries the eyesight to the utmost, should be so wretchedly re- 
munerated. What proportion of the sixpence eventually falls to the share of the 
mezuzah-writer one does not care to specalate. Unfortunately, the brotherhood of 
sophertm is numerically inconsiderable, else it might be possible to band them 
together for the arrangement of a minimum rate of pay. The whole thing is so 
full of contrasts, so replete with anomalies as to compel attention. Here we 
have @ man wearing his eyesight away in inscribing in diminutive letters the very 
foundation of Israei’s faith; and yet for such a work we pav at a rate that the 
meanest penny-a-liner would scoff at. Let the »ezuzah makers organise. One 
at least will support them and plead their cause.

That art has no boundaries was borne home to me the other day when 
looking through the fine picture exhibition now being held at the Bermondsey 
Settlement. Several Jewish artists and owners of pictures have contributed to one 
of the finest shows the writer has seen for many a day. “E. () Henriques” 
lends “ The Emerald Coast,” Mr. Alfred Wolmark sends “ The Girl with the 
Pitcher,” to name but a couple selected at random. 


I understand that Mr. Joseph Hart, who for some time past has acted as 
Secretary of the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau, and that with no small 
measure of success, is relinquishing a post that was by no means a sinecore. 
There is no reason to doubt that he widened immensely the scope of the organisa- 
tion and made its inflaence felt throughout the length and breadth of the metro. 
polis. It will be mo easy task to replace a man of Mr. Hart's industry and 
initiative, and one would not be at all eurprised if, after all, he should continue to 
associate himself with an admittedly aseful, though slow-progressing, movement. 


As to Sabbath observance generally, one notices with a great deal of pleasure 
that in North London one shop after another has decided to close its doors on the 
seventh day. Estate agents, provision merchants, boot dealers, trimmings manna- 
facturers, one bas followed the example of the other, and, let it be said, no one 
feela a penny the worse. Little by little, it seems, the old spirit is coming to the 
front. Gradually we are coming to realise that those of us who have abandoned 
the Sabbath calm for more material things bave been the losers all along the line. 
We are beginning to appreciate the truth of the aphorism that “ man does not live 
by bread alone.” 


The extension of the clectric tramoar service to the Bishopsgate end of ‘' the 
Lane” remiods me of the distinct improvement in the civility shown by tramoar 
conductors towards poorer-class Jewish passengers. Whether they have discovered 
that incivility does not pay, or whether—which is more likely—they have been 
reminded by Spring Gardens that they are the servants of the public, matters not.

She will thrast her fish 
basket in the gangway, permit her cod’s tail toswish your new tweeds, and freeze 
you with a glance should you show resentment. ‘' The Lane” tram has ao atmo- 
sphere all its own, and I have often chusckled—vwickedly, I am afraid—at the 
andible sniff of nice psople as they enter the “ Thursday” oar. Here yon will 
encounter the true, concentrated essence of “ the Lane,” and although in time it 
ceases to tronble, it calls for a deal of training and self-restraint to omit the 
aggressive sniff when coming into contact with 1t. Even the tram conductors have 
ceased to comment upon it. The cod’s head may stare them out of countenance, 
but ne’er a word do they utter. Their manners are improving. The mothers of 
Israel have won ! 


Microscopic books and Bibles are coming to the front again, the interest of 
bibliophiles in these novel productions having been stimulated by the disposal of 
some excellent specimens at a recent big sale. Years ago saw a fairly large output 
of Liliputian Machsors, Bibles in Hebrew and English, and daily prayer books of 
various degrees of minuteness.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS’ ACT. 


There was a sitting of the London Immigration Board on Tuesday last, when 
three Jewish immigrants appealed against the officer’s rejections. The Board 
consisted of Mr. Francis, J.P., in the Chair, Dr. Morris and Mr. Boustred. Mr. 
I. Landau appeared as the appellants’ legal adviser. 

The first appeal was that of JACOls; DOMBROSKI, a young Russian, who was 
described as an upper machiner. Oa the official forms he was stated to be single, 
but it transpired that he had left a wife and two children in Russia. The 
immigration officer stated that he had rejected appellant becaure he had no definite 
offer of work and was practically without Tieans. The appellant told the Board 
that he came to England at the request of his brother, who bad been here 17 years. 
He bad only four shillings in his possession. He was unable to make a living in 
Kossia. On being called, the brother said he kept a small tobacco shop and in 
addition was a machiner and made about £2 per week from this latter occupation. 
He would look after bis brother, adding that there was a tailor present who would 
give the appellant work. The Chairman pointed out that that was not 
mach good as the appellant was an upper machiner, and asked Mr. Landau 
whether he had anything to urge. Mr. Landau agreed it was useless calling a 
tailor on bebalf of the alien, but submitted that the appellant was a very 
respectable man and was not likely to become chargeable to the rates, while the 
fact of his brother being established here was in the appellant’s favour. The 
possibility of the wife and children subsequently coming here ought not to be 
to the appellant's prejndice. The Board decided to discuss the matter in camera 
and after some little time decided to allow the appeal. 

The next two appeals were heard together. They were those of ABRAHA\ 
HinscHROTHand ISRAEL MEISHOR, single young men coming from Rassia, said to be 
tailors, who each had about £3 10s. in their possession. They claimed to be related 
toa Mr. Needleman, but the immigration officer said that as a result of enquiries 
Needleman denied any relationship. A son cf Mr. Needleman was called and 
maintained that the appellants were related to him, but the Chairman said they 
could not accept this in the face of his father’s denial. Mr. Landan called two 
employers who promised to give the appellants work, but the the Board were not 
satisfied and after a short deliberation in private the Chairman announced that the 
appeals would have to be dismissed.

Hydlieman, who had devoted much of their leisure ta the welfare of the Club. Mr. 
Lowman then moved the adoption of the annual report which, after some discussion 
mainly centring on the administration of the Club, was adopted. 

Mr. M. Davis, the Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the financial statement, 
obeerved that the Clab was being conducted in a most economic manner. Having 
referred to the various items in the balance-sheet, he said that the amount received in 
anbscriptions from members was less than that required to meet the caretaker 's expenses. 
The Club was greatly indebted for the outside aseistance it continued to receive. 

The balance-sheet was adopted. 

The  aormes of affiliation with the Federation of Working Lads’ Clubs is being 
considered. 

The Hon. Officers and the Anditors were re-elected, Mr. A.-Bernstein being appointed 
Hon. Secretary. 

In presenting their fifth annual report, the Hon. Secretaries state they derive pleasure 
in being able to look back apon what has undoubtedly been a most successfal period. The 
resuits in every department of the Clab give canse for satisfaction. The membership 
has been appreciably increased, especially so in the junior section, where the numbers 
are now 1s, whilst the number of seniors has also been on the upward grade. ‘There is 
now a total membership of 276. The results in the senior section are somewhat below 
the normal. This is no doubt due to no worse a reason than that many of the older 
members have reached the stage in their careers calling for a closer and more concen- 
trated attention to the futare. It is hoped in these cases that the Ciab has served 
its purpose. The epecial consideration of the Committee towards the janior section 
has certainly borne fruit, as is proved by the large number of younger members 
in regular attendance at the Club, and the obvious benefit they derive therefrom. 
The junior teams have done remarkably well in sports and games, and particularly 
pleasing has been the keen enthusiasm of the younger lads in the gymnasium. In rifle 
shooting, too, the attendance was splendid, and a number of members are doing well.

In cricket a satisfactory feature was 
the large number of members who regularly journeyed to the grounds, and it was con- 
sequently found possible, for the first time, to run three teams. The senior team secured 
second place in the first division of the Jewish Athletic Association. In football also 
there was the same satisfying increase in the number of players. The second team ran 
very close to = the championship of the division. Tennis was again another 
popular attraction for a large number. In indoor games the same facilities have 
been extended to members as in the past and were taken advantage of by 
large numbers. In addition, and through the efforts of the President, another 
billiard table has been provided, which is proving a grateful acquisition in the 
juniors games room. A more successful season, so far as social funce- 
tions are concerned, cannot be remembered, add. the Secretaries. Throngh 
the efforts of the President in obtaining the necessary funds, it is hoped to hold 
a Camp for a period of eight days during the summer. The report would be incom. 
plete, conclude the Secretaries, without mention of the devoted and untiring efforts of 
Mr. Finerman, whose zealous attention and regard for the Club's interests and members 
generally are perhaps best ganged by the high esteem in which he is held. The

INTERNAL SITUATION, 
[From a Correspondent.] 

The speech delivered by Mr. Joseph Cowen, in which he dealt with the 
present management of the movement, bas created a deep impression in Zionist 
circles on the Continent. It is recognised that the members of the Smaller Actions 
Committee are never on the spot to deal with important developments, and that 
the task of solving difficult problems usualiy falls to one member of the Com- 
mittee (Dr. Hantke), and to the Secretaries in charge of the office. In some 
quarters it is considered desirable to increase the membership of the Smaller Actions 
Committee to seven, and the names of Drs. Tchlenow, Motzkin, acd Weitzman, 
and Herrn Ussischkin, Szabotinsky, Simon, and Halpern are mentioned as likely 
candidates for the additional two seats on the Committee. 

In addition to the demands put forward by the political Zionists, it is also 
expected that the coming Congress will have to deal with a new tendency in the 
movement, advanced by the so-called Democratic Group, which is now formulating 
its programme. 

ORDER OF ANCIENT MACCAB.EANS., 
ANNUAL GRAND BEACON MEETING, 
(COMMUNICATED.” 

The annual Grand Beacon meeting of the Order of Ancient Maccabmans wa’ 
held, on Monday, at the office of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Bro. Herbert 
Bentwich, LI..B. (Grand Commander), presided, assisted by the Executive Officers 
and delegates representing twenty-six Beacons of the Order in London, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Belfast, Grimsby, Leeds, Dabliv, Glasgow, Sheffield, Notting- 
ham, Newcastle, Cardiff, and Swansea. A large number of greetings and 
congratulatory messages were received from other Beacons and Commanding 
Officers. 

The GRAND COMMANDER, in opening the proceeings, expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the attendance of so large a gathering of local and provincial delegates. 
To those of the provinces he extended the warmest feelings of the London Beacons, 
Outliaing the different spheres of activity undertaken by the Order, be reminded 
the delegates that, although constituted as a friendly society, the basis of the 
work of the Order was Zionism, and he expressed his conviction that it was the 
Zionistic activities of the Maccabiesans which made the Order's irresistible appeal 
to its members. Since the last annual meeting, the membership had increased 
by over a thousand, so that they had now nearly 3,000 members. The 
re-organisation of the friendly society side of the Order waa etill in course of 
development, and mast be perssvered with antil they had at least 
the 5,000 members neceseary for them to remain an _ independent 
society under the National Insurance Act. They would then be constitating the 
largest anion of Jewish working men on Zionist basis, and adding largely to the 
strength of the national movement. Comparing their position to-day and seven 
years ago (when he first took over the administration of the affaira of the Order), 
he pointed ont that the number of their Beacons had increased from twelve to 
thirty-five (inclading four Palestinian Beacons), their membership from 500 to 
nearly 3,000, and their available Headquarters’ Fands from £50 to over £1,000, 
with twice as much again the reserves of the various Beacons. That spoke for 
their material prosperity, and he wished their Zionist contribation and reserves had 
increased in like manner. The time had come when, apart from their contriba- 
tions to the Central Fand of the International Organisation and the Jewish 
National land, they should make a special Maccabmsn effort to realise their ideal 
of the redemption of the land, and he appealed to ail members to put their best 
energies into the scheme for the foandation of a Maccabwsn eettlement, which was 
now submitted for their consideration. They had arrived at a critical moment, 
and if they carried this scheme, which provided for the acquisition of Palestinian 
land on a large scale, to a successfal issue, they would not only have done a great 
thing or themselves and the Order, but rendered a distinct service to the whole 
National movement. He moved the adoption of the report. 

Bro. the Rev. Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, in seconding the motion, urged that the 
great power for effective work which the Order possessed should now be concen- 
trated on some one great object so that their Zionist ideals might be better realised. 

Bro. E. W. Rabbinowicz, Grand Treasurer, presented the Headquarters’ 
accounts, showing a balance of assets of above £1,000 over liabilities. Bro. Sol. 
Harris (Manchester) presented the Zionist accoants, showing improved positions 


in every account, with a balance of £254 after providing for all liabilities and fixed © 
contributions. 


The report and accounts were, after discussion, adopted by acclamation, and 
it was resolved to forward at once to the Cantral Barean a farther sam of £25 on 
account of the Shekel Faad (making £150 for the carrent year), and £20 for the 
Central Fand collection (makiog a total coatribation of £30 on this account). 

The meeting thea proceeded to discusa the various motions on the agenda 
dealing with the Zionist work, and the following res»olations were fiaally passed : 

1. That the scheme for Maccabean Land Purchase be adopted as submitted, and 
that invitations be issaed forthwith for preliminary subscriptions with a view to 
registration. 


2. That a special badge be prepared to be worn by members of the Order, the 
— arising from the sale of the badges to be transferred to the Maccatwan Land 

MS het two delegates be sent every year to each Beacon for the purpose of 
stiengtbening them ip their Zionist work. 

A number of motions affecting the Order's Friendly Society's fands were sub 
mitted by the various Beacons, and it was finally resolved, in view of the largely 
increased membership, that the levies for death and endowment be reduced t,, 
sixpence in the case of a member, and to twopence in the case of a member's 
wife, so long as the present membership is sustained. 

A scheme for the re-crganisation of contributions and benefite under tho 
National Insurance Act was submitted by the Insurance Sub-Committee of the 
Grand Council, and after fall explanation of its provisions by the Chairman, Bro.

their contributions for society benefits to a uniform acale. 

' That each Beacon should estabiish a Shiva Register on the basis ontlined in the 
Actuary 8 report.

A LAND PURCHASING COMPANY AT LODZ, 
[From our Russian Correspondent. ] 


A company has just been legalised at Lodz, under the name Beth-Lechem 
Yehuda, with the object of purchasiog land in Palestine. The company already 
has two hundred members. Its prominent feature lies in the fact that its sup 
porters are almost entirely Chassidim who have obtained the permission of the 
Teedikim to contribute towards the colonisation of Palestine. Most of the Polish 
Teedikim have hitherto not sympathised with Zionism.

To an andience 
composed of the most diverse elements, which completely filled the hall, five orators 
in succession expounded the importance of the work of regeneration uudertaken by 
Zionism, and the significance and value of the Shekel. Between the speeches, a 
choir, formed of members of the Jewieh Athletic Society, “ Maccabi,” sang Jewish 
national songs. The enthusiasm aroused by the speeches and the songs is almost 
indescribable. While the Shekel collection was satisfactory, the moral result 
achieved is ctill moreimportant. The only regret expressed was that the ceremony 
had not been held in a much larger buildiog, as a gathering, imposing by reason of 
its numbers, would have convinced our neighbours that the hope of Judaism lies 
in Zionism. 


The Italian newspaper, Secolo, in speaking of the Zionist movement, stated 
that the Italian Zionists, in furthering the movement, are not only trying to find 
a place of refuge for their persecuted brethren in other countries, bat are also 
working in harmony with the interests of Italy in the Near East.

TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


The Committee have issued the Annnal Report of the Club. The following is a 
summary :— 

The Club has maintained daring the past year its efficiency in all its departments 
The numbers keep up to the full limit of 150 in the Children's Ciab, and 325 in the Bova’ 
Club, and the waiting list consisting of over 100 has been close for the last two months. 
All the varions branches of the Clab's activity continue to flourish, and are condncted 
as economically as possible. Three regular teams are organised in both cricket and 
football. The average attendance at swimming in the summer was nearly 1(*), that at 

ymnasium, 55, while running, sports, and the various indoor gamea such as ping-pong, 
Eagatelle, dranghts, billiards and choss, all have their devotees. The Club gained the 
C. lh, Fry Cup for the best all-round sportsman in the Jewi-h Athletic Association, 
i cups for competitions organised by the Federation of Working Boys Clubs, and won 
4 events in the Jewish Athletic Association Competitions. : 

The premises are in constant use; the L.C.C. Gymnastic Classes, the L.C.C. 
Dinners for the necessitons school children of the district, the Girls A pprenticing 
Sub-Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, the Kiddies’ Club, all occupy the 
build ng during the day. The cost of games figures largely in the expense of the Clab. 
Apart from the physical and bodily improvement that is to be derived from such exercises 
as cricket and football in wholesome surroundings in the suburbs, the Committee realise 
the advantages to be gained by ircnlcating thfongh them a spirit of sportsmanship and 
C8) ret «le corps in their members, and that the eense of discipline and self abnegation 
can be made essential agencies in that character building, which is their main object. 
They have, therefore, continued to encourage such games and athletics to the ntmost 
of their power. But the Club does mach more than this for its members. It has not 
merely become the central pivot in the life of its members, it has become a centre of 
Jewish life in the district. Night after night the lads’ parents and even their neighbours 
come up to consult the managers, and much perzoval and private advice is given on all 
subjects, while the managers work in hearty co-operation with parents and employers in 
all they do. The lads themselves use the Ciub not only as a meeting place and a 
recreation hall, but also a place where there is always a manager inviting confidence, 
ready to help with words of advice. 

fn order to introduce some religions influence into the lives of many lads who, 
unfortunately, being compelled to work on Satardays, often at thie most impressionable 
age of their life, live almost ontside the religions life of the Synagogne, some managers 
formed a Victorian Saturday Afternoon (inild which nnombers about") members. These 
lads, while pledging themselves to do their utmost to keep the forms and ceremonies of 
our Faith and to dissnade all children from entering the Mission Halls, meet for service 
on certain Saturday afternoons at the Clinb. Many lads, too, bave thereby been 
persnaded to attend the special Saturday Afternoon Services at the Stepney Synagogue. 

Wherever possible economies bave been effected, yet still the balance remains very 
emall. To maintain the Ciub at ite high level and not jeopardise the resulta of their 
work, the Committee earnestly beg for the comparatively smal! sum they require annually 
to place the Institution on a sound financial basis. The income was £551 and the 
expenditure £543. 


HELPING THE POOR. 


WORK OF THE LION HOSPITAL AID SOCIETY. 


A most unpretentious institution, the Lion Hospital Aid Society (for assisting the 
varions hospitals in London and incidentally for helping the needy, withont distinction of 
creed), continues its good work nnostentationsly and successfully. Within the last 

welve years, over 22,000 letters of recommendation to convalescent homes, sanatoria, 

etc., have been granted. In addition, the sum of £5,953 in cash has been distributed 
and where necessary snch requirements as surgical! appliances, instraments, trnsses and 
apectacies have been supplied to the Society's applicants. 

A gratifying record of the past years work was forthcoming at the 
thirteenth annnal festival dinner, which wae held yesterday week at the Three 
Nuns Hotel, Aldgate. There was a large gathering of members, several ladies 
also being present. Mr. Under-Sheriff Huxtable presided. In proposing “The 
Lion Hospital Aid Society,’ the Chairman remarked that he had a_ very 
wide experience of charitable work and he was constantly associated in one form or 
another with philanthropic effort. He was therefore in a position to state definitely 
that vast sums of money were being absolutely eqnapdered through lack of 
efficient organisation. Huot his remarks could not be applied to the Lion Hoepital 
Aid Society, whose efficient administration conld be taken as a pattern. Com 
paratively speaking the Society was a small one, but remarkable resnits were obtained 
at a remarkably low expenditure. He did not believe there was another society, in the 
metropolis, or outside it, that carried on such great and good work at so small a cost as 
their Society. It was a duty and a pleasure to appeal on its bebalf. Thoee in the 
neighbourhood bad undonbtedly |I:beral tendencies—evidence of this was recently forth 
coming—and he asked them to show something of their liberalism where the Society was 
concerned. Those present knew what the Society stood for; they must all ro ha late 
the fact that the Society helped those who, unfortunately, could not help themselves, and 
in asking them to subscribe to the collection that was about to be made, he asked them 
to take part in a most noble work. In conclusion, be paid a bigh tribnte to the officials 
and referred especially to the self-sacrificing labours on behalf of the Society of its 
President, Mr. Wagner. (Cheers. 

In responding to the toast, Mr. WaGNER gave a brief outline of the past year's 
work. In pence alone over £500 had been collected, and the Chums Club had donated 
in the aggregate a large amount during the year. Over 3,000 Jetters were distributed in 
the last twelve months. When the Society found itself unable to come to the assistance 
of poor applicants, added Mr. Wagner, he had been instrumental in procuring private 
aid. The most rigid economy was practised both in carrying out the administrative 
work and in the distribution of the funds, the only paid official being the Secretary.

Jesurua Alvares, £10; Jacob Mendes da Costa, sen., £50; Benjamin Mendes da 
Costa, £50. The query I should like answered is, are we to assume these 
Merchants occupied warehouses in the Tower Hamlets in addition to their 
residence in Fenchurch Street, St. Mary Axe, Broad Street Buildings, Jeffrey’s 
Square, etc.? The contemporary London Directory does not elucidate this

CONCERTS OF THE WEEK. 


Owing to the approach of the holidays, concerts have not been so numerous, 
but several have been of exceptional interest, more of which have been devoted to 
instrumental and concerted music, than to vocal. It is not often that an orchestra 
ia formed with a view to overcoming prejudice, but such is the raison d’/ire of the 
Shapiro Sympbony Orchestra, which gave a performance at (ueen’s Hall on 
Wednesday week, under the direction of Mr. George H. Shapiro, its founder and 
conductor. Hitherto women have been debarred from playing any instrument 
other than the barp in a paid orchestra, and although their inclusion in the above is 
contined to the “ strings,” Mr. Shapiro is to be congratulated on the resulta obtained 
through their medium. A somewhat ambitious programme was selected, and 
perhaps “ Die Meistersinger” (Wagoer) demands jast those very qualities only 
likely to be obtained by a male orchestra, but their rendering of Schumann’s 
Symphony in D, and Goldmark’s Overture to.“ Sakuntala ” was sympathetic, and 
marked by a good volume of tone and unanimity of attack that should fally jastify 
the orchestra's existence. Its powers were also admirably displayed in that most 
difficult of tasks, accompanying a soloist, and Miss Myra Hess in Beethoven's 
Concerto in G, received artistic support, her own parts being interpreted with all 
that beauty of tone and power of expression for which she is already noted. Mias 
Phyllis Lett, the vocalist, gave a fine rendering of Gluck’s “Che faro,” aga well as 
two songs written by Mr. Shapiro. The audience was both large and appreciative. 

Wednesday being also the anniversary of Brahms’ birthday, the [..ndon Trio 
(Mdme. Amina Goodwin, M. Louis Pecksai, and Mr. W. Whitehouse) incladed the 
Composer's piano Trio in C minor as the main feature of their programme at 1° lian 
Hall. Their performance was distinguished by a perfect ensemble and breadth of 
phrasing, which made fora very fine rendering of Schumann’s piano quartet, in 
which they had the assistance of Mr. Ernest Tomlinson. Mr. Pecksai played 
Bach's Adagio and Fogne, with perfect finieh, and Miss Richenda Clayton con- 
tributed a group of Brahms’ lieder with charm and delicacy. 

In the evening, the recital of Senor Joan Manen, the Spanish violinist, drew 
a large and enthusiastic audience to bechstein Hall. A strikingly contrasted pro- 
gramme was presented, comprising Max Bruch’s Scottish Fantasia, which was 
evidently well euited to the player, and arrangements by Senor Manen himself, of 
smaller pieces by Bach, Gluck, Daquin, Hubay, Martin, and Sarasate. To one 


a brilliant rendering, but infused an exceptional fullness and warmth into his tone 
that added considerably to their beauty. He was assisted at the piano by Malle. 
Rina Franco-Zaftelato, a pupil of Basoni, who also played eceveral solos, 
notably a “Pastoral and Capriccio” by Scarlatti, of which she gave a crisp and 
dainty interpretation, revealing temperament and musical insight. 

Another recital, calling for special mention on Wednesday week, was that 
given by Mr. Donald Tovey, at bis last “ Chelsea " concert of the season at .¥ slian 
Hall. Commencing with his own violin concerto, he was admirably assisted by 
Herr Adolf Busch, while an impressive reading was obtained of Bach's Cantata, 
in which Mr. Solomon played the trampet part with no little skill. 

A Café Chantant, arranged by Mr. Arthur Coke, was held last week at the 
Wharncliffe Rooms, in aid of the Dumb Friends’ League. Amongst the artists 
were Mr. Harry Alexander, vocalist; Miss Sylvia Morris, whose recitations were 
much appreciated ; the Misses Martha Cunningham, Alice Esty, Evangeline 
F.orence, Edith Serpell.and Helen Mar. 

Miss Alice Mandeville’s reception at ()aeen’s Gate Hall last week was crowded ; 
she was joined in vocal quartets (by Brahms and Walford Davies) by Miss Gertrude 
Siebel, Messrs. John Adams and W. Bonheur. Miss Mandeville had repeated 
recalls for ber solo. Mise de Feoalso sang, and Miss Adelina Leon was enthusiasti- 
cally received for her ‘cello solos. Signor di Veroli was at the piano. 

A large audience assembled at A >lian Hall yesterday week, to listen to 
Miss Helen Fayrebankes, an American soprano, who made her London debnat. 
Owing probably to the singer’s considerable experience in the German operatic 
world, Miss Fayrebankes’ rendering of German lieder was at times more dramatic 
than artistic, and one could have desired a little more restraint and less vigorous 
treatment, especially in such songs as Faures jetce.” Miss Fayrebankes 
voice is possessed of good toval quality, and was heard to its best advantage in 
Schubert's Erl-konig.” 

THEATRICAL AND DRAMATIC NOTES. 

To say that Mr. George Eljwardes has produced a musical comedy is almost 
equivalent to saying that it will be a success. His latest success, then, may be 
seen at the Gaiety, where, in “ The Girl on the Film,” an attempt has been made 
to give us what has always been rare in a musical play—a connected story. The 
authors have tried to exploit the farcical possibilities of the cinema in the theatre. 
Thus we have a cinema play within a play, but it cannot be said that every 
advantage has been taken °f the material in hand. In the second act we see the 
acting for a film, entitled “ Napoleon and the Miller’s Daughter,” and in the third 
act we actually see the film produced at a soiree.

REPERTORY PLAYS AT CROYDON. 
TO THE EpiTror.—From Mr. ERNEST J. MOORE, Tedbarn, 13, 
Road, South Crovdon. 


SIR,—I venture to think that your readers would be interested and gratified 
to hear of a fine piece of work now being done in Croydon by a coreligionist. Mr. 
Benjamin Blaiberg, an underwriter at Lloyds, is the proprietor of our elegant 


Grand Theatre—an expensive hobby!—which he has been running now some 
fourteen years, giving us the best of touring companies week by week. 

Now it is evident that only popular successes can be elaborately mounted and 
sent on tour. The financial element must dominate—crib, cabin, and confine— 
productions on this basis, and exclude a large number of serious and good plays, 
which appeal rather to the thoughtfal than to the multitude, which interest 
rather than amuse. Such plays are the province of the Kepertory movement now 
slowly—-but I hope surely—making its way in the country, and hitherto confined 
to London and some of the large towns in the North. Repertory work is artistic, 
good, thorough, but risky—at the best it may pay expenses, but as a lucrative 
business proposition it is nowhere, and such will be its status for some years to 
come. The public, surfeited by, but accustomed to, mere variety amusements, 
has to be educated once again up to an appreciation of the true entertaining. 
didactic, and moral value of the stage. 

All this was put before Mr. Blaiberg fairly and squarely, and to those who only 
accept the stereotyped caricature of the Hebrew race, it would seem such a state. 
ment would at once bave choked him off! But folk forget that, albeit the com. 
mercial instinct is strong in that race, the artistic instinct is equally strong. 
Music, painting, literature, sculpture, ail claim their Jewish devotees. I need 
mention out of the legions only Mendelssobn, Israels, Zangwill, as they occur 
baphazard to my mind. If these things were remembered, we should hear less 
of anti-semitic sentiments. 

And so it comes about that we are already in our fifth week of a most admir. 
able repertory season at the Grand Theatre, which is a delight to all who profit by 
it, the first venture of its kind south of the Thames, and attempted ina town. 
corporate truly, but mainly a conglomeration of non-cohesive atoms, and (omina- 
ted by the shadow of the great all-absorbing London. It is one of the boldest 
ventures that could be made. Fortunately for the directors of the repertory 
season, Mr. Keble Howard, the well-known author, dramatist, critic, and repertory 
enthusiast, was secured as a producer of the plays, with Mr. Dick Adams, the 
energetic manager of the Grand Theatre, to assist him. A really admirable oom. 
pany of carefully chosen artists has been got together who work with the perfection 
of smoothness, and the plays are produced with a minute attention to detail and 
thoroughness even in excess of the promises of the prospectus. 

In the first week wg had “Chains,” a most remarkable social study by 
“ Elizabeth Baker "—an absolute reproduction of real life—certainly one of the 
most fascinating and intellectually interesting plays which I, in a half century's 
wide experience of the theatre in many lands, ever came across. ia the second 
week Haddon Chambers’ masterpiece of comedy, “The Tyranny of Tears,” was 
done. This was followed by an entirely new four-act comedy by Mr. Charles 
McEvoy entitled “The Situation at Newbury "—a puzzling, strange, most 
interesting product of the newest school—the numerous notices of which in the 
London and provincial Press have doubtless come to your notice. Last week 
yielded ys a clever little curtain-raiser by local authors and players— 
very gratifying to Croydonians and only possible under repertory régime. 
This preceded a new play by a new author, * The New Sin”—all new, quite up- 
to-date, and this, albeit a comedy in treatment, a tragedy in fact, is further, in 
effect, a grand morality play, worthy to stand by the side of * Everyman” in its 
earnestness and bealthfal outlook. This current week we are enjoying to the full 
a perfectly new and hitherto unacted play by Mr. Keble Howard, which deals 
with problems of family life—especially that most absorbing query, can a man 
marry his wife without “marrying” her family? Odor fioal week—for six weeks 
is the term of the season—is to give us Mr. Bernard Shaw's admired and much. 
talked-of “ Candida.”

AUNTIE’'S CHAT. 


The other day when I was in Synagogue I heard 
the “Hymn of Glory” chanted, and I think I must 
bave studied it rather attentively for I was struck by 
its beauty. When I reached home I opened my 
Festival Vrayer Book and turned up the splendid 
translation of the hymn by Mr. Zangwill, and I made 
op my mind I would talk about it in one of my chats. 


The Adoring Poet. 


The mediwval poet who composed this wonderful 
hymn showed a very great appreciation of the relations 
which should exist between the children of men and 
their Father in Heaven. He reminds us that we can- 
not really know God. We cannot see him. But the 
poet still feels bimeelf drawn by love towards the 
mysterious Creator to whom he owes his earthly 
existence. While he dwells upon the glory of God his 
beart is filled with love for the Almighty. Thus he 
sings :— 

The while Thy Glory is upon my tongne, 
My inmost heart with love of Thee is wrung. 


The Creator's Works. 


Though the poet insists on the fact that our imagina- 
tions cannot grasp the fall conception of God, yet the 
world’s great religionists have attempted to fashion 
forth from the wonders of the world that they saw 
around them some image of the Author of all things. 
It is not necessary, he first tells us, to see God, in order 
to be able to praise him : 

I have not seen Thee, yet I tell Thy praise, 
Nor known Thee, yet I image forth Thy ways. 


He goes on to say that from the grandeur of God's 
work the world’s thinkers have drawn the measure of 
His greatness. Yet many as have been the pictures 
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
